Merchandise  Marks  Act  Draft  Order 

The  Board  of  Trade  announce  tliat  in  pursuance  of 
Section  7  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  a  draft 
Order  in  Council  was  laid  before  Parliament  on 
January  21  requiring  fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs  of 
the  following  descriptions:  — 

(a)  Bono  meal  and  bone  flour,  ivlictlier  raw,  degreased 
ar  degelatinised ; 

lb)  hoof  meal,  horn  meal  and  mixtures  thereof; 

(c)  meat  meal,  meat  and  bone  meal  and  carcase  meal ; 

(d)  dried  blood,  whether  ground  or  unground  ; 

to  bear  an  indication  of  origin  on  importation  into, 
and  on  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in,  the  United  Kingdom. 

Inquests 

At  St.  Anne's-on-the-Sea,  on  January  21,  a  verdict  of 
"  Accidental  death  "  was  recorded  after  an  inquiry  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Mr.  Nehemiah  Tomlinson,  retinjd 
chemist  and  druggist,  who  was  found  dead  from  the 
efiects  of  coal  gas  in  his  flat.  It  was  stated  that  the 
gas  tap  was  unsafe. 

At  Bournemouth,  on  January  28,  an  inquest  on  the 
body  of  Miss  Edith  Dolman,  Queen's  Park  Gardens, 
was  concluded.  The  Bournemouth  police  surgeon 
stated  that  the  Clinical  Research  Association  had  on 
analysis  found  3  gr.  of  aspirin  in  a  very  small  quantity 
of  material  submitted;  it  was  therefore  concluded  that 
a  large  dose  of  aspirin  had  been  taken.  A  verdict  of 
"  Death  from  Misadventure  "  was  returned. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Epsom,  on  January  26,  on 
the  body  of  Dr.  Johnston  C.  Ramsay,  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  a  local  mental  hospital.  The  widow  stated  in 
evidence  that  on  January  24  her  husband,  who  had 
suffered  from  pain  for  a  considerable  time,  invited  her 
to  take  poison  with  him,  and  that  after  summoning 
help  she  found  him  dead.  Death  was  stated  to  be  due 
to  poisoning  by  hydrocyanic  acid;  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide 
while  temporarily  of  unsound  mind  "  was  given.

Mr.  H.  Toppin,  R.M.,  delivered  judgment,  recentl3^ 
in  the  case  in  which  James  McShane  had  been  charged 
with  having  sold  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser, 
an  inspector,  pepper  which  had  been  certified  by  the 
public  analyst  to  contain  75  per  cent,  of  ground  rice. 
His  worship  said  the  question  in  the  case  was  not 
whether  McShane  was  attempting  to  defraud  by  pass- 
ing off  an  adulterated  article  on  him,  but  whether  the 
purchaser  was  told  in  substance  that  the  thing  which 
he  was  getting  was  not  the  thing  he  asked  for,  and 
whether  by  telling  him  that  the  stuff  was  a  compound 
McShane  was  giving  sufficient  information.  The 
Court  found  as  facts  that  the  vendor,  before  the 
sale  had  been  completed,  made  it  known  to  the  pur- 
chaser that  the  article  was  not  what  the  latter  origi- 
nally demanded.  .  The  case  would  be  dismissed.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on 
January  i6  in  the  Society's  rooms,  Belfast,  the  presi- 
dent (Mr.  S.  S.  Badger)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
present  also  Messrs.  James  Dundee  (vice-president), 
F.  Storey,  W.  J.  Hardy,  H.  Todd,  A.  C.  McBride, 
,W.  S.  Taylor,  J.  E.  Connor,  R.  I.  Edwards,  J.  F. 
Grimes,  J."  C.  Culbert,  S.  Gibson,  H.  McRoberts  and 
Professor  Small.  Mr.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick  (secretary) 
was  in  attendance. 

Poisox-LiCENCE  Refused 

Down  County  Council  wrote  that  that  body  liad 
refused  an  application  from  Newcastle  for  permission 
to  sell  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons.

Education  Committee 

A  long  discussion  took  place  on  the  following  para- 
graph in  the  Education  Committee's  report:  — 

That  thi?  commiltce  recommends  the  Council  to  apijoint 
an  ad  hoc  Echicational  Inquiry  Committee,  with  powei-  to 
call  for  nere5*ary  evidence  on  all  or  any  mattere  connected 
with  phai'macoutical  education  or  qualifications. 

Mr.  Gibson  took  exception  to  the  statement  that  the 
Committee  recommended  the  formation  of  this  Com- 
mittee. So  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  only  agreed 
to  the  subject  being  sent  on  to  the  Council  for  dis- 
cussion. 

Mr.  Storev  took  a  similar  view. 

Mr.  Culbert  said  the  resolution  was  passed  by  the 
Committee  neiii.  con.  The  object  of  the  resolution  was 
to  go  into  all  the  different  matters  that  had  arisen 
and.  be  presumed,  would  crop  up,  such  as  changes  in 
syllabus,  etc.  The  Education  Committee  included 
members  who  received  fees  for  conducting  examina- 
tions, and  that  was  why  he  proposed  a  new  Com- 
mittee. 

Professor  Small  said  the  Council  should  now  decide 
definitely  whether  its  general  education  policy  and 
procedure  was  to  be  guided  by  either  the  present 
Education  Committee  or  by  the  Belfast  Municipal 
College  of  Technology  staff  through  certain  members 
of  the  Council.  He  was  the  only  examiner  on  the 
Committee,  and  considered  the  resolution  reflected 
on  him . 

Mr,  Hardy  said  he  had  heard  many  innuendoes 
against  the  Municipal  College  of  Technology.  A  sec- 
tion of  the  Council  wanted  -the  examination  trans- 
ferred to  the  Queen's  University.  He  had  never  criti- 
cised Queen's  University  adversely,  as  had  been  alleged, 
although  he  had  criticised  the  pharmacy  laboratory. 

Mr.  Culbert  said  he  had  no  motive  except  to  see 
that  all  the  students  would  get  a  fair  chance. 

Mr.  McBride  said  Professor  Small  was  quite  able 
to  take  care  of  himself.  He  was  the  only  man  at  the 
inauguration  of  the  Society  who  was  able  to  tackle 
the  education  problem. 


Mr.  Todd  was  doubtful  if  they  had  power  to  set 
lip  this  ad  hoc  committee.  The  duties  of  the  Com- 
mittees were  all  defined,  but  he  would  support  the 
proposal  if  the  Committee  was  to  be  a  Subcommittee 
of  the  Education  Committee.  No  reflection  had  been 
made  on  Professor  Small  as  a  teacher,  but  as  an 
examiner  it  had  been  said  he  attached  too  much 
importance  to  botany,  for  which  he  might  be  excused 
He  suggested  that  no  member  of  the  Council  should 
be  an  examiner,  and  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  should  be  asked  to  nominate  examiners 
for  their  examinations. 

The  President  ruled  that  they  could  not  appoint  au 
ad  hoc  committee.  They  could  appoint  a  Subcom- 
mittee of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Storey  said  he  was  strongl3'  opposed  to  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  British  Society  should  nominate  their 
examiners. 

Mr.  Culbert  said  if  Professor  Small  thought  he 
should  sit  on  the  Committee  he  had  no  objection, 
and  neither  had  he  any  objection  to  the  Education 
Committee  dealing  with  the  matter. 

Mr.  McBride  said  there  was  no  need  for  another 
Committee. 

The  President  said  that  the  Education  Committee 
had  power  to  do  all  that  was  sought. 

Mr.  Storey  moved,  and  Dr.  Acheson  seconded,  that 
the  entire  reference  to  the  matter  in  the  report  be 
deleted,  and  this  was  carried. 

A  Deputation's  Reports 

Reports  were  presented  by  the  deputation  which 
waited  on  the  Sub-Technical  Committee  of  Belfast  Cor- 
poration regarding  their  letter  to  the  Council  on  the 
subject  of  the  examinations.  Three  reports  were  handed 
in — one  signed  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Hardy  and  Mr.  James 
Dundee,  one  by  the  president,  and  one  by  Mr.  Fred 
Storey. 

Mr.  McBride  took  exception  to  a  statement  in  the 
Hardj'-Dundee  report  that  there  was  room  for  the 
examinations  in  the  Municipal  College  of  Technology. 
There  had  not  been  room  in  his  time  as  president, 
and  he  denied  there  had  been  any  discourtesy  to  the 
College.  The  Technical  College  sent  a  discourteous 
letter  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Connor  asked  why  they  were  discussing  the 
matter  at  all.  The  deputation  was  sent  to  tell  the 
Committee  no  discourtesy  was  meant  in  changing  the 
examinations  to  Queen's  University. 

Mr.  Todd  thought  all  the  members  of  the  deputation 
would  have  signed  a  joint  report. 

Mr.  Dundee  said  they  had  been  unable  to  agree  to 
a  joint  report.  It  would  be  against  their  own  interests 
if  they  could  not  come  to  a  real  understanding  with 
the  Technical  authorities. 

Mr.  Hardy  said  he  did  not  object  to  the  examina- 
tions going  to  Queen's.  Although  there  might  have 
been  congestion  at  the  beginning  of  the  examinations, 
there  was  now  ample  accommodation  at  the  Technical. 

Mr.  Storey  said  he  believed  the  whole  business  was 
exaggerated.  He  denied  that  there  had  been  any  dis- 
courtesy to  the  Technical  College. 

The  Secretary  made  a  long  statement  as  to  the 
conditions  of  the  Technical  in  1927,  1928  and  1920. 
alleging  shortage  of  microscopes  and  want  of  certain 
accommodation . 

Mr.  Hardy  said  all  those  things  had  now  been 
altered . 

The  President  said  he  would  be  prepared  to  go 
back  to  the  Technical,  provided  they  withdrew  their 
ultimatum.  This  letter  was  one  that  should  never 
have  been  written  by  a  rate-aided  body. 

After  further  discussion,  Mr.  Grimes  moved,  and 
Mr.  Edwards  seconded,  that  the  Council  drop  the 
matter.    This  was  agreed  to. 
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Legal  Reports 

Registers  Irregularly  Kept. — At  Newtownards  Petty 
Sessions,  on  January  22,  proceedings  were  brought  under 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  against  Mr.  Thomas  Sand- 
ford,  Ph.C,  Conway  Square,  "  that  he,  being  a  person 
authorised  to  supply  drugs  or  preparations,  did  fail  to 
enter  in  the  register  kept  for  the  purpose  particulars 
with  respect  to  a  certain  drug  obtained  by  him  on 
divers  dates  between  April  16,  1930,  and  December  17, 
1930."  Mr.  Sandford  was  also  summoned  for  failing 
to  enter  particulars  'oi  a  drug  supplied  by  him.  Mr. 
V.  Mills,  LL.D.,  who  appeared  for  the  prosecution, 
produced  a  copy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Calendar  containing  the  Acts  and  Regulations.  Dr. 
Mills  stated  that  when  Mr.  David  Moffatt,  the  Home 
Office  Pharmacy  Inspector,  visited  the  defendant's 
premises  and  inspected  the  dangerous  drugs  register,  he 
found  no  entry  of  defendant  having  received  any  tinc- 
ture of  opium  since  April  last,  but  up  to  that  there 
were  entries  and  the  register  had  apparently  been 
properly  kept.  Mr.  jMoffatt  found  through  some  whole- 
salers that  the  defendant  had  obtained  over  17  lb.  of 
tincture  of  opium.  Mr.  Moffatt  placed  the  facts  before 
the  defendant,  and  he  had  to  admit  that  he  got  it,  but 
he  could  not  give  any  satisfactory  or  definite  explana- 
tion about  it.  He  produced  10  oz.  Mr.  Moffatt  gave 
evidence  in  accordance  with  counsel's  opening  state- 
ment. On  various  dates  from  May  29  to  September  29, 
Thomas  McMullan  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  Belfast, 
supplied  the  defendant  with  9  lb.  2  oz.  of  tincture  of 
opium,  according  to  their  register;  and  according  to  the 
register  of  Shaw  &  Jamison,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists, 
Belfast,  for  the  same  period  the  defendant  purchased 
8  lb.  Witness  asked  Mr.  Sandford  where  it  had  gone, 
and  the  defendant  replied  that  he  sold  it  to  doctors 
and  veterinary  surgeons  and  that  he  had  used  some  in 
making  up  preparations.  Witness  asked  him  for  the  signed 
orders,  and  the  defendant  said  he  had  them,  but  he 
could  not  put  his  hands  on  them.  Mr.  Sandford,  giving 
evidence,  said  he  had  to  admit  not  having  his  drugs 
entered  from  the  date  Mr.  Moffatt  said.  He  left  the 
writing  of  that  particular  register  in  the  hands  of  his 
book-keeper,  together  with  the  methylated  spirits  regis- 
ter, and  he  gave  instructions  that  they  should  be 
written  up  as  the  purchases  were  made.  For  more  than 
four  months  of  the  period  referred  to  his  book-keeper 
was  ill  and  in  hospital,  and  then  on  holidays,  and 
unfortunately  that  work,  like  some  other,  was  behind. 
His  book  was  now  in  order,  and  his  sales  were  also  in 
order,  and  he  now  had  the  orders  for  the  various 
amounts  that  were  sold.  It  was  Saturday  when  Mr. 
Moffatt  called;  he  was  moderately  busy,  and  he  could 
not  place  his  hands  o-n  the  orders  just  at  the  time. 
He  had  his  poison-registers  to  show  from  May  5,  1900, 
and  he  left  himself  in  the  hands  of  the  magistrates. 
District-Inspector  Nevin  said  that  since  he  came  to  the 
town  he  had  always  known  Mr.  Sandford  to  conduct 
his  business  in  a  proper  manner.  He  was  a  member  o2 
the  Town  Council  and  a  respectable  member  of  the 
public. 

Mr.  Joseph  H.  Byers,  Ph.C,  was  prosecuted  in  cases 
of  a  similar  kind,  regarding  dates  from  May  7  to 
October  7.  Dr.  Mills  said  the  summonses  were  almost 
precisely  similar,  but  he  did  not  allege  that  this  case 
was  anything  like  as  bad  as  the  other.  Mr.  Moffatt 
said  that  according  to  Messrs.  McMullan's  register  the 
defendant  got  i  lb.  of  tincture  of  opium  on  May  8,  and 
on  September  30  i  lb.  2  oz.  Mr.  Stewart  (defending): 
According  to  my  instructions,  he  never  got  1  lb.  at 
any  time.  Continuing,  the  witness  said  the  defendant 
admitted  it,  and  he  produced  about  12  oz.  Mr.  R.  B. 
Abernetliy,  of  Messrs.  McMullan,  proved  that  on  May  8 
Mr.  Byers  purchased  i  lb.,  and  on  September  30 
I  lb.  2  oz.  of  tincture  of  opium.  Mr.  Stewart, 
for  the  defence,  said  that  small  quantities  had 
been  bought  on  different  dates.  His  client  had 
been  for  over  thirty  years  in  business,  and  he 
had  a  certificate  from  Dr.  Park  that  he  had  been 
attending  Mr.  Byers  for  the  past  two  years,  and  it  had 
been  necessary  for  him  to  use  lead  and  opium  lotion. 


He  had  been  shown  the  amount  he  had  purchased,  and 
he  did  not  think  it  was  too  much  for  his  own  use.  He 
was  pleading  "  Guilty  "  to  the  first  summons,  but  the- 
whole  thing  was  got  on  the  suggestion  of  the  doctor. 
Mr.  Byers,  giving  evidence,  said  there  was  nothing  in 
the  laudanum  book,  because  he  was  not  selling  any,  but 
was  using  it  on  himself.  If  it  had  been  sold,  he  would 
have  had  it  entered  up.    He  still  had  13  oz. 

The  stipendiary  magistrate  said  in  the  case  against 
Mr.  Sandford  for  supplying,  the  magistrates  thought 
there  was  gross  carelessness  in  not  having  the  register 
properly  kept.  It  was  for  the  safety  of  the  whole  com- 
munity that  the  sale  of  poisons  should  be  restricted  and 
the  books  properly  kept,  and  in  fixing  the  penalties  the 
magistrates  hoped  that  would  be  a  warning,  not  only  to 
the  defendants,  but  to  others.  On  the  summons  for 
supplying,  he  would  be  fined  ^^30  w'ith  £1  costs,  and 
the  summons  for  obtaining  would  be  withdrawn.  In 
the  case  for  obtaining  against  Mr.  Byers,  he  would  be 
fined  with  costs,  and  the  summons  for  supplying 
would  be  withdrawn.  Mr.  Sandford  said  it  appeared  to 
him  a  very  serious  decision  for  a  technical  offence,  but 
he  had  no  option  but  to  accept  the  ruling  of  the  magis- 
trates. He  asked  for  six  months  in  which  to  pay  the 
fine.  The  stipendiary  magistrate  said  the  Bench  would 
grant  three  months,  and  if  at  the  end  of  that  period  he 
could  not  pay,  he  could  apply  to  the  magistrates  for  a 
renewal  of  the  time.

A  receiver  for  the  debenture  holders  had 
been  appointed,  and  there  was  no  opposition  to  this 
petition. 

Fairy  Dyes,  Ltd.- — The  profits  improved  from 
£20,^^6  to  {t.z.o'jo  in  the  year  to  November  30.  A 
participating  dividend  of  per  cent,  is  to  be  paid  on 
the  Preference  shares,  making  a  total  of  10  per  cent., 
while  the  Ordinary  receive  12J  per  cent,  for  the  year.

The  result  is  distinctly 
disappointing.  Your  directors  had  hoped  that,  with 
the  completion  of  their  central  depot  and  general  re- 
organisation, considerably  increased  profits  would  have 
been  earned.  Unfortunately,  the  prevailing  trade 
depr-ession  has  prevented  us  accomplishing  the  results  we 
had  hoped  for.  Oars  being  a  new  company,  we  are  not 
as  well  equipped  as  more  established  concerns  to  face 
bad  times,  but  our  business  is  fundamentally  sound, 
and  on  trading  conditions  returning  to  normal  we  ha,ve 
no  doubt  that  satisfactory  profits  will  be  earned.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  at 
the  moment  the  outlook  is  not  encouraging,  and  it  is 
quite  possible  that  before  normal  conditions  again  pre- 
vail we  may  have  still  greater  periods  of  depression  to 
pass  through.  I  am  sorry  that  I  am  unable 
to  be  more  enthusiastic,  but  facts  are  facts, 
and  it  is  much  better  that  we  should  know  them  and 
make  up  our  minds  to  do  the  best  we  can  under  the 
prevailing  conditions  and  to  effect  ever}^  possible 
economy.  The  report  (C.  t?-'  D.,  January  17,  p.  63)  and 
accounts  were  unanimousl}-  adopted.

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Association  Meetings 

Hartlepools. — A  meeting  of  the  Hartlepools  and  Dis-. 
trict  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held_on  January  21 
to  discuss  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  and  the 
Society's  amendments.  The  chairman  (Mr.  W.  O. 
Richardson)  introduced  Mr.  G.  C.  Crummack  (secre- 
tary of  the  Leeds  Branch),  who  gave  an  instructive 
address  on  the  two  Bills.  The  meeting  was  thrown 
open,  and  a  discussion  took  place.  Summing  up  the 
discussion,  the  chairman  said  that  it  seemed  clear  that 
in  the  opinion  of  all  present  the  Bill,  as  it  stood,  was 
unacceptable,  but  that  the  Society's  amended  Bill — 
although  in  the  opinion  of  some  present  it  did  not  go 
far  enough — would  be  a  far  more  acceptable  measure. 
The  following  resolution  was  carried  unanimously; — • 
"  That  this  meeting  supports  the  Society  in  their  amend- 
ments to  the  draft  Bill,  and  further  urges  the  Society  to 
recommend  that  the  business  of  a  body  corporate,  in  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  keeping,  retailing,  dispensing  and 
compounding  of  medicines,  be  under  the  control  of  a 
managing  director,  who  shall  be  a  pharmacist,  and  every 
department  or  branch  shall  be  under  the  control  of  a 
manager  who  shall  be  a  pharmacist,  and  also  urges  the 
Society  to  insist  on  the  retention  of  the  legal  right  to 
the  title  '  chemist.'  "  Mr.  Crummack  was  heartily 
thanked  for  his  address. 

LiverpooL  —  A  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  on  January  21,  Mr.  L.  Moreton 
Parry  (president)  in  the  chair.  The  secretary  (Mr. 
John  Rae)  submitted  his  report,  and  remarked  that  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  city,  a  pharmacist, 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Edwin  Thompson,  had  been 
elected  to  the  position  of  Lord  Mayor.  The  report,  to- 
gether with  that  of  the  treasurer  (Mr.  M.  S.  Hughes), 
was  adopted.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  were  unani- 
mously re-elected,  together  with  Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (vice- 
president)  ,  and  the  retiring  twelve  members  of  the 
Council.  In  asking  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  (a  member  of 
the  Society's  Council)  to  deliver  an  address  on  TJ/e 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill,  the  president  paid  a,  tribute 
to  Mr.  Peck's  work  on  behalf  of  pharmacy.  Jlr.  Peck 
remarked  that  the  Bill  was  not,  in  the  first  instance,  of 
their  choosing.  The  outcome  of  the  careful  study  of 
the  various  interests  involved  had  been  the  Bill  as  now 
amended.  The  proposals  in  the  amended  Bill  would  have 
the  effect  of  enlarging  the  responsibility  of  the  quali- 
fied pharmacist.  Even  in  the  case  of  small  cottage 
hospitals,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  would  have  to  be 
asked  to  attend  daily.  As  to  wholesale  laboratories,  the 
work  there  would  have  to  be  undertaken  by  qualified 
chemists.  As  to  the  regulations  of  the  number  of 
apprentices,  he  was  one  of  those  who  considered  that 
the  present  regulations,  with  perhaps  a  little  strengthen- 
ing, would  be  sufficient.  When  the  Bill  came  into 
operation  they  should  make  a  presentment  in  regard  to 
the  four  additional  members  to  be  appointed  to  the 
Poisons  Board.  He  had  sometimes  thought  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  would  have  been  more 
carefully  carried  out  if  the  inspection  had  been  made  by 
pharmacists.  The  Council  had  done  everything  pos- 
sible to  harmonise  all  conflicting  interests.  Concluding 
his  address,  Mr.  Peck  read  a  communication  from  the 
secretary  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Lhiion  protesting 
against  the  proposal  to  give  power  to  impose  a  fee  of 
£2  for  personal  registration  and  £^  per  shop.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  increased  fees  proposed  were  maxima  and 
need  not  necessarily  be  imposed.  Mr.  Clubb  said  that 
the  object  of  the  R.P.U.  was  to  protect  the  retail 
chemist.  He  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  Bill 
that  the  fee  to  be  charged  be  limited  to  £2  per  shop. 
This  amendment  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Boydel  and  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  H.  Lomax.  Mr.  Tristram  considered 
that  the  amended  Bill  was  a  great  step  forward.  Mr. 
Peck  replied  that  the  Council  were  trying  to  make  the 
best  of  a  bad  job,  and  that  pharmacists  generally  would 
be  better  off  if  the  Bill  as  amended  was  passed.  The 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Clubb  was  rejected,  only 
three  voting  for  it.  Mr.  Peck  was  cordially  thanked  for 
his  address.

Delegates'  Meeting  - 

A  meeting  of  delegates  from  the  Society's  branches  was 
held  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  W.C.2,  on 
January  28,  to  discuss  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill. 
The  president  (Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish)  took  the  chair 
shortly  after  10  a.m.,  and  after  an  interval  for  luncheon 
the  session  was  resumed  in  the  afternoon.  The  pro- 
ceedings were  priv.  te.  The  official  list  of  delegates,; 
which  was  approximately  complete  at  the  time  of  going 
to  press,  comprised  230  names.  At  the  end  of  the 
discussion  it  was  resolved  unanimously :  — 

That  this  Conference  of  delegiates  of  the  branches  of  the 
Society  is  in  agreement  with  the  principles  embodied  in 
draft  Bill  "  B,"  and  supports  the  Council  in  its  endeavours 
to  secure  the  necessary  amendments  in  the  Bill  now  before 
the  House  of  Lords.  It  .regards  the  amendments  relating  to 
dispensing  in  shops  and  to  the  limitation  of  the  poisons 
which  may  be  put  in  Part  2  of  the  Poisons  List  as  of  the 
first  imijortance,  and  considers  that  the  Council  should  press 
the  Government  strongly  for  satisfactory  assurances  on 
those  two  points. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble,  seconded  by  Mr. 
C.  Simpson,  an  enthusiastic  vote  of  thanks  was 
awarded  to  the  president  for  the  masterly  manner  in 
which  he  had  conducted  the  meeting. 


Branch  Meetings 

Manchester. — A  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford 
and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
held  on  January  21,  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  in  the  chair. 
The  chairman  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  deaths 
of  Mr.  Alfred  Hershberg  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Pidd,  and  a  vote 
of  sympathy  was  passed  in  silence.  Mr.  Simmons  said 
he  was  pleased  to  see  such  a  representative  gathering, 
and  he  had  pleasure  in  welcoming  Mr.  F.  Gladstone 
Hines  (vice-president  of  the  Society),  who  would  <'X- 
plain  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  and  the  Society's 
amendments.  Mr.  Hines  said  the  principle  behind 
the  work  of  the  Departmental  Committee  was  to  create 
a  new  non-elective  authority  described  as  the  Poisons 
Board.  He  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  would 
bring  about  decided  improvements.  He  looked  for 
their  unstinted  support,  and  trusted  that  they  would 
get  this  Bill  through  Parliament,  as  he  was  convinced 
it  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  pharmacy.  An  animated 
discussion  followed,  and  questions  were  asked  by  Messrs. 
Cleworth.  Edwards,  Newby,  Grier,  Franklin,  Abrahams, 
Blackburn  and  others.  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  proposed, 
and  Mr.  J.  Cleworth  seconded,  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried  unanimously: — "That  this  meeting 
of  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  expresses  its  confi- 
dence in  the  work  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  and  pledges  itself  to  support 
them  in  their  efforts  to  amend,  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  so 
that  it  may  be  made  an  instrument  for  the  benefit  of 
every  practising  pliarmacist." 

Somerset. — A  meeting  of  the  Somerset  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  January  22,  Mr. 
Walter  Deacon  (president  of  the  Branch  and  a  member 
of  the  Society's  Council)  in  the  chair.  The  meeting 
vi'as  mainly  devoted  to  consideration  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Bill  and  the  Society's  amendments.  The 
chairman  gave  an  account  of  what  led  up  to  the  draft 
Bill,  and  followed  this  with  an  analysis  of  its  salient 
features.  He  then  gave  a  lucid  explanation  of  the  Council's 
amendments,  and  showed  the  reasons  for  many  items 
which  were  not  apparent  at  first  glance.  A  discussion 
took  place  in  which  Messrs.  Hutchin,  Maunder,  Varley,  . 
Jordan,  Williams,  Mitchell,  Green,  Foster,  Widgery  and 
Orchard  took  part.  The  following  resolution  was  car- 
ried unanimously: — "  That,  the  Somerset  Branch  of  the  , 
Pharmaceutical  Society  accepts  the  Pharmacs'  and 
Poisons  Bill  as  prepareci  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  its  entirety,  and  instructs  its  dele- 
gates to  the  Conference  to  vote  accordingly."  It  was 
decided  to  arrange  a  dinner  in  honour  of  Mr.  Deacon. 
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The  Business  Side  of  Pharmacy 

By  ERNEST  C.  CRIPPS 
V— How  to  Make  Profits  (1) 


BEFORE  starting  upon  the  subject  I  want,  in  a 
very  few  words,  to  recapitulate  what  I  have 
said  in  the  four  preceding  lectures.  In  Lec- 
ture I  I  tried  to  show  how  pharmacy  has  evolved  from 
the  simple  to  the  complex,  and  how  to-day,  there  are 
opportunities  for  making  money  in  the  calling  not  known 
to  the  pharmacists  of  bygone  generations.  In  Lecture  2 
■  I  outlined  the  various  S3'stems  that  should  be  in  force 
in  every  well-conducted,  pharmacy--,  and  also  gave  some 
examples  of  the  working  of  certain  regulations  affecting 
the  pharmacist.  You  will  remember  that  we  considered 
some  aspects  of  contracts.  Lecture  .3  dealt  with  boolc- 
keeping,  and  Lecture  4  with  the  opening  of  a  pharmacy 
and  the  starting  of  the  young  pharmacist  in  business  for 
himself. 

■  The  One  Thing  Needful 

But  unless  j'ou  have  some  idea  of  what  profits  are 
and  how  they  are  made,  all  that  I  have  told  you  is  of 
little  use  to  you.  You  may  have  a  well-stocked  phar- 
macy with  a  double-entry  system;  of  book-keeping 
worked  by  a  chartered  accountant,  but  unless  you  can 
make  profits,  these  are  of  little  avail.  The  one  thing 
needful  at  this  stage  of  your  business  career  is  to  grasp 
the  basic  •  principles  of  profit  making. 

I  -think  we  may  safely  conclude  that,  generally,  phar- 
macists .'who  Were,  in  business  before  the  great  war  did 
not  devote,  that,  attention  to  the  principles  that  underlie 
profit-  making  that  they  do,  or  perhaps  I  had  better 
say  that  they  should  do,  to-day.  Goods  sold  in  pre- 
war days  did  not  fluctuate  very  greatly  in  price;  cer- 
tainly there  were  not  the  sudden  rises  and  falls  in  drugs 
that  have  been  so  frequent  during  the  past  ten  years. 
The  opinion  was  usually  held  and  acted  upon  that  a 
profit  margin  of  so  many  pence  in  the  shilling,  depend- 
ing upon  the  kind  of  article  sold,  was  sufficient  to  cover 
expenses  and  yield  something  over  to  live  upon.  That 
a  living  was  made  was  in  many  cases  due  more  to  luck 
than  judgment. 

Then  came  the  upheaval  of  the  war,  bringing  in  due 
time  tremendous  increases  in  the  prices,  not  only  of 
everything  sold  by  the  pharmacist,  but  of  practically  all 
other  commodities  used  by  him  and  his  family.  .Prices 
of  drugs,  proprietaries,  photographic  and  optical  goods 
were  gradually  rising;  old  methods  of  pricing  were 
becoming  obsolete.  The  expense  of  living  was  increas- 
ing, and  the  pharmacist  with  other  traders  was  forced 
to  put  up  his  prices.  To  his  credit  it  can  be  said  that 
he  did  this  only  when  he  was  obliged  to  do  so;  so  far 
as  one's  experience  went,  there  was  little  exploitation 
of  his  customers  by  him. 

The  Pi-ofiteering  Act 

And  then  came  the  Profiteering  Act.  It  would  be  an 
education  for  all  here  to  turn  up  the  files  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  or  any  pharmaceutical  paper  for  the 
years  immediately  following  the  war,  to  get  an  idea  of 
the  treatment  meted  out  to  pharmacists  as  well  as  to 
other  traders  who  were  accused  of  asking  of  their  custo- 
mers prices  which  were  considered  to  be  in  the  nature 
of  profiteering.  Any  customer  who  considered  that  he 
or  she  had  been  charged  too  much  for  an  article  could 
lodge  a  complaint  against  the  seller,  and  this  would  be 
considered  at  a  meeting  of  the  local  Profiteering  Com- 
mittee. Thus  in  November  1919  a  certain  lady  com- 
plained, that  her  chemist  had  charged  her  8^d.  for  a 
2-oz.  packet  of  gauze  tissue:  she  said  the  price  was 
excessive.  The  chemist,  in  evidence,  said  that  the 
gauze  cost  him  5d.  per  packet,  and  it  was  priced  by  his 
assistant,  in  his  absence,  at  8^d.;  he  himself  considered 
that  y^d.  was  sufficient,  which  would  give  a  profit  of 
33I:  per  cent.  It  was  agreed  by  members  of  the  com- 
mittee that  this  margin  was  not    unreasonable  when 


higher_£stablishment  charges  and  wages, were- considered. 
In  the  end  the  chemist  was  ordered  to  refund- one  penny 
to  his  customer,  '  and the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
general  committee  for  their  decision  as  to'  whether  legal 
proceedings  should  be  instituted  against  him.  - 

■  Siich  cases  as  these  were  reported  every  week;  this  one 
is  mentioned  in  some  detail  so  as  to  give  you  the  right 
background-  in  considering  tfiis  subject,  because  out  of 
such  compla;ints"and"  proseciitions  arose 'the  ^determina- 
tion  on  the  part  of  certain  pharmacists  to  get  down  to 
bed-roek  and  ^investigate  the.  Vvhole  subject  to  an  ex.tent 
which  had  apparently  not  been  done  before,  at  any  rate 
so  . far  .  as  retail  _pharmacy  was  concerned. 

^-    -       -A  Chemist's  Costing  System 

In  December  1919  there  appeared '  in  the  trade  papers 
the  report^'of  the  Nortlr  London^  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation upon  the  need  of  a  cosjing  system  for  chemists; 
ancl  although  this  report  is  now  eleven  years  old,  it  con- 
tains informa,tion  as  valu'al51e~to-day"^as~"then;'^ifi'"any' 
case,  the  principles  enumerated  are  sound  and  are  not 
affected  by  the  passing  of  the  years. 

One  of  the  objects  of  any  costing  system,  so  far  as 
pharmacy  is  concerned,  is  to  find  out  as  accurately  as 
possible  the  cost  of  any  article  when  all  charges,  plus 
material,  have  been  estimated.  It  should  reveal  the 
value  of  the  various  departments  in  a  chemist's  shop;  it 
should  take  into  account  maintenance  charges,  labour 
required  for  cleaning,  errands,  etc.,  and  "productive 
labour  of  the  salesman  or  the  dispenser,  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  transaction.  It  is  obvious  that  there  arc  more 
ways  than  one  of  arriving  at  the  conclusion  desired,  and 
in  the  first  place  the  committee  decided  to  divide  the 
average  pharmacy  into  five  groupings  or  departments. 
These  are :  — 

(1)  Dispensing  (4)  Sundries 

(2)  Drugs  (5)  Proprietary  articles 

(3)  Own  proprietaries  (a)  Toilet;   {b)  medicinal 

stamped ;   (c)  foods. 
Maintenance  chargee. 

It  is  essential  also  to  find  out  what  are  the  overhead 
or  maintenance  charges,  and  it  was  decided  that  these 
should  be  based  upon  a  standard  rental  of  £100  and 
that  the  working  hours  of  the  pharmacist,  inclusive  of 
Sunday  attendances,  should  be  regarded  as  3,000  per 
annum.  These  overheads  should  include ; —Rent;  rates 
(poor,  general,  water);  lighting;  insurance;  sundry  costs 
(including  paper,  labels,  corks  and  string);  telephone; 
depreciation  of  stock  and  wastage;  postage,  stationery 
and  cheques;  interest  on  stock;  interest  on  current 
account.  These  should  be  reduced  to  unit  per  hour.  In 
the  standard  type  of  business  referred  to  this  works  out 
at  31. id.  for  overheads.  To  this  they  added  5.6d.  per 
hour  for  unproductive  labour,  such  as  cleaning  and  other 
services,  making  a  total  of  36. yd.  per  hour.  ^ 

The  above  calculations  do  not  include  any  remunera- 
tion for  the  pharmacist  himself,  and  this  must  be  added 
to  the  overhead  charges  before  we  can  find  the  unit  cost 
per  hour  of  our  standard  business.  To  quote  a  flat  rate 
per  hour  was  not  considered  satisfactory'.  The  com- 
mittee considered  that  the  pharmacist  was,  primarily,  a 
dispenser  of  medicines,  and  they  decided  to  adopt  the 
dispensing  unit  as  the  best  one.  I  have  not  the  time  to 
go  into  all  the  details  governing  their  decision,  but  the 
members  of  the  committee' finally,  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  in  our  standard  business  ^s.  per  hour  would 
be  required  for  the  services'  of  two  persons,  basing  their 
estimation  upon  the  whole-time  service  of  one  person  for 
dispensing  at  3s.  6d.  per  hour  and  the  part-time  service 
of  another  person.  The  final  cost  per  hour  worked  cut, 
in  round  figures,  at  100  pence.

Registration  Fees, 

we  are  told,  now  constitute  the  only 
outstanding  point  of  difference  between  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  as  represented  by  its  Council,  and 
the  R.P.U.  Executive  (C.  6^  D.,  January  24,  p.  loi). 
This  surprises  me,  and  it  doubtless  surprises  others 
of  }-our  readers  who  had  looked  to  the  Union  as  a 
possible  defender  of  those  carr>-ing  on  the  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist  against  the  operations  of 
those  in  authority,  who  would  have  us  tamely  submit 
ourselves  to  increased  bureaucratic  control.  Some  of 
us  had  thought  that  the  Union  could  be  relied  upon 
to  take  the  lead  in  opposing  some  of  the  liberty-cur- 
tailing provisions  in  Parts  2  and  3  of  the  Govern- 
ment Bill,  but  apparently  all  of  these  are  to  be 
accepted  along  with  the  idea  that  it  will  be  in  future 
a  function  of  the  Union  to  defend  us  when  charged 
with  offences  bv  the  Society.  We  are  reminded  that 
offences  against  the  Pharmacy  Acts  have  hitherto  been 
outside  the  benefits  provided  by  the  R.P.U. ,  but  the 
assurance  is  given  that,  following  the  multiplication  of 
possible  offences  under  the  new  Act,  any  further  pro- 
tection required  by  the  chemist  will  be  duly  provided. 
This,  of  course,  may  be  assumed  to  involve  consider- 
ably increased  future  expenditure,  and  it  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  see  the  force  of  the  argument,  implied  if  not 
expressed  in  the  R.P.U.  circular,  that  the  more  money 
the  Society  extracts  from  us  for  purposes  of  inspec- 
tion and  possible  prosecution,  the  less  there  will  be 
available  for  defence  purposes.  If,  therefore,  the  cost 
of  registration  to  the  chemist  can  be  appreciably  reduced 
the  prospect  of  the  Union  being  able  to  secure  adequate 
funds  in  future  will  be  materialh-  improved. 

A  Xevi'  Protective  Body 

to  safeguard  the  business  interests 
of  practising  pharmacists  is  suggested  by  Mr.  John 
Humphrey  as  a  possibly  necessar\'  outcome  of  safe- 
guarding organisation  following  the  anticipated  passing 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  (p.  103).  How  will 
this  fit  into  the  scheme  with  the  R.P.U.  also  acting 
as  a  defending  agency?  It  seem^  to  me  that  the  Union 
as  at  present  constituted  does  not  appear  likely  to 
satisfy  all  future  needs.  On  the  other  hand,  the'  fact 
that  the  Union  is  facing  the  prospect  of  having  to 
e.xtend  its  benefits  would  appear  to  indicate  that  further 
reorganisation  of  the  body  is  not  out  of  the  question, 
so  that  any  necessity  for  setting  up  another  protective 
body  for  chemists  may  not  arise.  It  is  significant,  how- 
ever, that  we  should  be  having  serious  thought  directed 
to  an  anticipated  weakening  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  chartered  obligation  to  protect  those  who 
carry  on  the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
to  the  provision  of  other  means  of  protection. 

Dispensing  Accuracy 

seems  to  be  receiving  much  closer 
attention  in  connection  with  the  supplv  of  medicines 
to  insured  persons.  Not  that  lack  of  care  was 
ever  common  in  dispensing,  but  there  used  to 
be  a  feeling  that  the  right  to  exercise  a  certain 
discretion  rested  with  the  dispensing  chemist  of 
old,  whereas  literal  interpretation  of  the  prescrip- 
tion is  now  considered  essential  if  trouble  is  to  be 
avoided  in  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing.  This 
has  led  to  a  position  where  it  is  considered  unfair  to 
order  medicaments  of  unstable  nature  in  test  prescrip- 
tions, as  in  a  case  referred  to  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  in  Scotland 
[C.  &'  D.,  Januarj-  24,  p.  104).  Calcium  chloride  had 
been  ordered,  but  there  was  a  deficiencv  of  it  in  the 
mixture,  and  the  hygroscopic  nature"  of  the  salt 
was  urged  as  a  reason  for  not  regarding  the  incident 
as  a  case  of  inaccurate  dispensing,  and  in  my  opinion 


this  was  a  good  enough  reason.  On  reflection,  however, 
1  am  disposed  to  suggest  that  an  obligation  rests  with 
the  dispenser  of  medicines  to  be  satisfied  that  the 
chemicals  he  uses  are  up  to  standard,  and  it  is 
still  our  duty,  I  take  it,  to  test  our  drugs  and  chemicals 
from  time  to  time,  and  so  justify  our  claim  to  be 
the  persons  best  fitted  to  compound  and  dispense 
medicines. 

Tlie  Novel-Reading  Public 

must  be  in  the  wav  of  becoming 
very  sophisticated  in  respect  of  drugs  and  the  evil 
effects  some  of  them  produce  on  mankind.  The  clever- 
ness of  the  writers  of  books  of  fiction  is  almost  aston- 
ishing. And  the  curious  slips  they  make  in  handling 
the  substances  they  select  to  achieve  their  effects  are 
often  quite  as  astonishing.  ^lany  instances  will  occur 
to  j-our  novel-reading  subscribers.  Occasionally  one  is 
impressed  by  the  out-of-the-way  knowledge  some  authors 
display.  As  an  example  there  is  that  short  story  by 
Mr.  A.  E.  W.  ]Mason,  "  The  Affair  at  the  Semiramis 
Hotel,"  in  which  the  clever  French  detective.  Monsieur 
Hanaud,  and  !Mr.  Ricardo  find  the  mescal  buttons  in 
Calladine's  rooms  in  the  Adelphi.  Hanaud  knows  aU 
about  the  drug,  its  botanical  source  as  well  as  its  geo- 
graphical origin  and  the  manner  of  its  use  by  the 
Yucatan  Indians  in  their  religious  ceremonies.  He  is 
also  well  acquainted  with  the  facts  which  induce  him 
to  conclude  that  Calladine  is  a  drug  addict.  Another 
book  in  which  the  mescal  plaj-s  a  part  is  "  The  Woman 
Who  Rode  Away,"  by  the  late  D.  H.  Lawrence,  who 
may  have  experienced  the  remarkable  visual  halluci- 
nations of  mescal,  otherwise  it  would  be  difficult  to 
understand  how  he  could  so  well  describe  the  visions, 
associated  as  they  so  frequently  are  with  beautiful  and 
varied  music.  He  writes:  "She  saw  the  one  bright 
star  infinitely  remote  stirring  above  the  sunset  .  .  . 
she  could  distinguish  the  sound  of  -  evening  flowers  un- 
folding and  the  actual  crystal  sound  of  the  heavens  as 
the  vast  belts  of  the  world  atmosphere  slid  past  one 
another." 

In  Both  the  Books 

mentioned  the  mescal,  also  known  as 
peyote  and  peyotl,  is  emplo^-ed  by  the  writers  in  an 
effective  manner.  Miss  Edna  Ferber's  last  novel, 
"  Cimarron,"  contains  a  fictional  contribution  to  the 
literature  of  it,  in  which  it  is  introduced  as  a  means 
for  the  seduction  of  Sabra  Cravat's  son  by  the  Indians 
of  the  Osage  reser\-ation.  As  furnishing  the  oppprtunitv 
for  describing  a  peyote  ceremonv  the  passage  is  not 
onh-  entertaining,  but  it  shows  the  authoress  as  com- 
petent to  exercise  her  art  within  the  Hmits  of  her  actual 
knowledge.  About  four  years  ago  there  was  published 
a  quite  remarkable  book  wherein  is  contained  matters 
relating  to  the  mescal  feasts  altogether  removed  from, 
the  realms  of  fiction.  This  work  must  be  included 
among  anthropological  books;  it  is  called  "  Crashing 
Thunder — the  Autobiography  of  an  American  Indian — 
edited  by  Paul  Kadin."  It  appears  that  the  auto- 
biography proper  was  published  some  time  previously  by 
the  University  of  California  under  the  title,  "  The 
Autobiography  of  a  Winnebago  Indian."  "  Crashing 
Thunder  "  (the  name  of  the  Indian),  towards  the  end 
of  his  narrative,  gives  the  details  of  the  ceremonies  em- 
ployed by  the  followers  of  the  peyote  cult,  and  we  arc 
told  of  the  most  intim.ate  experiences  of  himself  when 
imder  the  influence  of  the  drug  and  of  the  strange 
effects  it  had  upon  his  actions  and  character.  It  would 
not  be  likely  to  be  anticipated  that  it  was  the  means  of 
his  introduction  to,  and  confirmation  in,  the  Christian 
religion,  and  the  establishing  of  his  contentment  with 
one  wife.  How  true  it  is  that  fact  is  stranger  than 
fiction. 
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Editorial  Articles 

An  Independent  View 

Ax  a  time  when  the  pharmaceutical  world  is  deeply 
immersed  in  the  consideration  of  its  own  affairs 
from  its  own  standpoint,  it  may  not  be  unprofitable 
to  try  to  realise  that  there  is  a  world  outside  which 
is  affected  by  those  same  affairs — though  perhaps 
not  in  exactly  the  same  way  nor  from  the  same 
point  of  view.    The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  has 
two  parts  :  one  can  be  regarded  as  almost  exclusively 
of  domestic  interest,  but  the  other  is  emphatically 
of  national  interest,  and  therefore  of  very  real  con- 
cern  to   the   outside  world.     We   have   not  had 
long    to    wait   for  an  intimation   that  this  par- 
ticular Bill   is  going   to   be  discussed — and  freely 
discussed — outside  the  realms  of  pharmacy.  Our 
contemporary  the   "  Justice    of    the  Peace  "  has 
speedily  studied  the  Bill,  and  in  two  articles  pub- 
lished during  the  last  fortnight  has  poured  into  it 
a  volley  of  preliminary  criticism  that  may  with 
advantage  be  studied  by  those  pharmacists  who  are 
inclined  to  continue  their  time-honoured  indifference 
to  everything  that  affects  or  may  affect  themselves 
and  their  calling.    Our  contemporary  begins  with  a 
clear  and  simple  statement  of  the  true  reasons  why 
this  Bill  has  put  in  an  appearance  at  all,  reasons 
which  cannot  be  kept  too  prominently  in  the  fore- 
front of  the  chemists'   case.    The  question  of  an 
amendment  of  the  law  relatin,'^  to  the  sale  and  dis- 
tribution of  poisons  -  and  poisonous  substances,  we 
are  told  quite  truly,  has  become  acute  "  chiefly  by 
reason  of  the  disturbance  of  the  public  mind  by  the 
recurrence  of  sensational  poisoning  cases  and  the 
frequent  protests  of  coroners  against  the  apparent 
ease  with  which  deadly  poisons  could  be  obtained 
by  persons  actuated  by  suicidal  or  other  felonious 
intent — to   say  nothing  of  the   innumerable  cases 
constantly  occurring  of  accidental  poisonings  due  to 
carelessness  in  leaving  such  substances  where  easy 
access  to  them  could  be  obtained."    Had  that  state 
of  affairs  never  arisen,  it  is  most  unlikely  that  we 
should  ever  have  heard  of  the  Bill  or  of  its  proposal 
to  set  up  a  new  and  expensive  Government  Depart- 
ment to  increase — as  we  believe  it  will  increase,  in 
spite  of  the  multiplying  of  "  rules  and  regulations  " 
— the  very  evils  against  which  the  country  is  osten- 
sibly to  be  persuaded  to  arm  itself.      What  is  the 
true  explanation  of  the  increase  of  poisoning  cases, 
and  who,  if  anybody,  is  to  blame  for  it?  Those 
through  whom  offences  come  deserve  at  least  to  be 
made  as  famous  as  their  achievements  merit.  Stout 
resistance  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  of  the  whole  body  of  chemists  (to  whom  the 
legislature  had  wisely  entrusted  the  distribution  of 
poisons)  to  any  loosening  of  the  law  such  as  was 
effected  in  1908  would  have  prevented  all  that  has 
been  happening  since.    Stout  resistance  now  to  what 
this  Bill  proposes  to  bring  about  will  prevent  worse 
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things  from  happening  in  the  future.  Will  that 
resistaiice  be  forthcoming?  We  should  like  to  feel 
that  it  will.  .  Apparently ;  the  opinion  held  outside 
their  own  ranks  is  virtually  that  chemists  are  given 
to  tame  submission  to  anything  that  may  be  imposed 
upon  them.  Is  that  their  reputation?  If  so,  is  it 
not  time  to  dispel  it?  The  writer  in  the  "  Justice 
of  the  Peace,"  while  disclaiming  any  interest  in 
Part  I  of  the  Bill  because  it  relates  only  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  "  domestic  affairs,"  is  moved 
to  observe  that  nevertheless 

"  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  suggest  that  quiet  accept- 
ance by  the  Society  of  the  numerous  provisions  for 
dealing  with  such  of  its  members  as  may  have  been 
convicted  of  an  offence  against  thie  Pharmacy  Acts  or  of 
any  other  criminal  offence  (sic)  might  conceivably  be 
taken  as  a  tacit  confirmation  of  the  impression  likely  to 
be  given  to  an  outsider  by  reading  this  draft  Bill  that 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  contains  a  much  bigger 
percentage  of  dangerous  rogues  than  had  been  generally 
supposed  ?  We  ;-hould  have  thought  that  a  higher 
standard  of  professional  honour  might  have  been 
secured  by  stopping  up  the  notorious  loopholes  to  unpro- 
fcssionalism  provided  by  the  system  under  which  un- 
qualified persons  may  still  practise  by  employing  any 
down-at-heel  qualified  man  to  hang  up  his  certificate 
and  act  as  '  superintendent  '  [vide  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  Sec.  4,  and  the  present  Draft  Bill, 
Sec.  10).  However,  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  are  of  concern  to  its  own  members,  and 
we  only  draw  attention  to  the  provisions  generally 
of  this  Part  of  the  proposed  Bill  (and  especially  the 
proposal  to  appoint  Privy  Council  nominees  upon  its 
governing  council  and  the  setting  up  of  a  statutory 
committee  to  be  presided  over  by  an  outside  member 
nominated  by  the  Privy  Council)  as  indicating  complete 
subservience  to  departmental  control  in  substitution  for 
the  normal  right  of  self-government  afforded  by  the 
Society's  Charter  of  Incorporation." 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  scathing  reference 
to  the  "  tame  submission  "  principle  against  which 
so  many  correspondents  are  protesting  in  letters 
appearing  in  our  own  columns  and  in  speeches  of  pro- 
test made  at  association  gatherings.  To  be  pointedly 
rebuked  in  this  way  by  a  legal  journal  of  eminence 
ought  surely  to  galvanise  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
into  putting  up  a  stouter  defence  of  chemists' 
interests  than  has  thus  far  been  indicated.  But  to 
return  to  the  merits  of  the  Bill  itself  and  to  the 
criticisms  of  our  contemporary.  We  are  not  sur- 
prised to  find  that  to  the  practical  legal  mind  the 
proposal  to  extend  the  rights  of  unqualified  vendors 
of  poisons  (who  at  present  are  restricted  to  selling 
"  agricultural  "  and  "  horticultural  "  poisons)  to 
enable  them  to  sell  "  industrial  "  and  "  sanitary  " 
poisons  comes  in  for  severe  criticism.  The 
"  obviously  inspired  "  statements  that  have 
appeared  are  taken  to  reveal  the  true  intention  of 
the  Home  Of&ce  :  — 

"  This  means  not  only  that  the  arsenic  and  nicotine 
sheep  dips  and  weed-killers  already  on  sale  at  village 
grocery  stores  and  big  suburban  ironmongers  and  corn 
dealers  will  continue  to  be  obtainable  there,  but  these 
vendors  will  be  allowed  to  lay  in  stocks  of  lysol,  carbolic 
acid  and  similar  '  sanitary  '  preparations.  Moreover, 
the  sale  of  cyanide  of  potassium,  corrosive  sublimate, 
oil  of  vitriol,  and  other  desperately  dangerous  things 
used  every  day  for  '  industrial  '  purposes  may  be  allowed 
to  any  shopkeeper  who  claims  to  be  registered  as  '  en- 
titled to  sell  poisons  included  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons 
List  '  (vide  Sec.  18).  The  conditions  are  of  the 
simplest  character.  Any  person  having  a  place  of  busi- 
ness in  the  area  of  the  authority  may  apply  in  writing 


to  the  local  authority  to  have  his  name  entered  on  the 
list  of  authorised  sellers  allowed  to  sell  these  things,  and 
unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  authority,  there  is  a 
sufficient  reason  relating  either  to  him  personally  or  to 
his  premises,  he  will  go  automatically  on  the  list." 

The  unlikelihood  of  quarter  sessions  being 
burdened  with  many  appeals  is  the  caustic  comment 
upon  that  proviso;  it  is,  of  course,  abundantly 
obvious  that  no  local  authority  is  going  to  risk 
having  to  spend  taxpayers'  money  in  preventing  a 
person  from  getting  a  free  licence  to  sell  poisons  he 
asks  for  except  for  the  gravest  reasons — ^which  in 
practice  will  probably  be  reduced  to  objections  by 
the  police  inspired  from  behind  the  scenes  :  — 

"  Local  authorities  are  not  likely  to  refuse  registration 
except  lor  some  very  serious  reason :  and  as  they  are 
only  to  consider  the  fitness  of  the  applicant  and  of  his 
premises  they  are  not  likely  to  trouble  themselves  about 
the  nature  of  the  poisons  covered  by  a  licence  to  sell. 
Moreover,  there  is  an  astonishing  omission  from  this 
Bill  which  does  to  some  extent  operate  to  restrict  un- 
limited licensing  at  the  present  time  for  the  sale  of 
agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons.  Applicants  for 
such  licences  are  required  to  be  advertised  in  the  local 
press,  so  that  objections  may  be  lodged  against  the 
granting  to  them  of  licences:  such  publicity  will  no 
longer  be  required,  nor  will  any  opportunity  be  given 
of  urging  objections." 

Except,  as  we  surmise,  quietly  by  the  police 
authorities,  who  assuredly  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity of  telling  the  local  authority  in  camera 
whether  "  anything  is  known  against  "  the  applicant. 
Another  outstanding  feature  of  this  Bill,  to  which 
public  attention  ought  to  be  directed,  is  the  extent 
to  which  it  shows  the  growing  influence  of  a  section 
of  the  bureaucracy  which  aims  at  enlarging  its 
powers  and  magnifying  its  status.  The  majority 
report,  referring  to  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid,  contains 
this  very  significant  paragraph  :  — 

"  There  is  here  mvolved  a  serious  question  of  policy 
with  regard  to  disinfectants.  It  is  important,  in  the 
interests  of  public  health,  that  effective  disinfectants 
should  be  used;  but  the  average  purchaser  for  domestic 
and  kindred  purposes,  instead  of  going  to  a  chemist 
and  getting  from  him  a  really  effective  article  which, 
because  it  is  a  poison,  he  cannot  get  elsewhere,  inclines 
to  buy  from  a  grocei  or  general  dealer  an  inferior 
article,  bearing,  perhaps,  the  same  or  a  similar  name, 
not  a  '  poison,'  but  one  which,  as  a  disinfectant,  i:^ 
inefficient  in  fact.  This  point  was  strongly  urged  by 
the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  Whatever 
the  remedy  maj'  be,  the  question  merits  serious  con- 
sideration." 

But,  as  the  "  Justice  of  the  Peace  "  with  unerring 
precision  points  out, 

"  The  Bill  in  its  present  form  is  framed  so  as  to 
allow  any  and  every  '  grocer  and  general  dealer  '  to 
sell  crude  undiluted  carbolic  acid  quite  freely!  And  is 
that  what  the  majority  of  members  of  the  com- 
mittee seriously  intend  ?  The  Bill  may  be  searched  in 
\ain  for  any  provision  that  a  deadly  corrosive  poison 
like  carbolic  acid  (a  few  drops  of  which  if  swallowed 
will  cause  terrible  internal  burning)  must  be  kept  under 
lock  and  key  by  the  purchaser,  or  indeed  any  provision 
to  meet  the  demand  so  often  made  bv"  coroners  for 
some  legal  check  against  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
householders  in  the  keeping  of  poisonous  or  other 
dangerous  substances." 

Yet,   forsooth,  to  suit  the    whims    of  sanitary 
inspectors  (for  that  is  what  it  amounts  to  in  plain 
language),  and  of  the  householder  who  "  inclines 
to  buy  his  goods  from  a  grocer  instead  of  from  a 
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chemist  because  the  article  is  of  inferior  quality 
(namely,  cheaper),  ev«ry  grocer  in  the  land  is  to  be 
allowed  to  keep  carbolic  acid  on  tap  with  all  the 
attendant  risks  so  clearly  set  out  above.  The  chemist 
and  druggist  will  have  reason  to  thank  the  "  Justice 
of  the  Peace  "  if  that  hare-brained  proposal  is 
knocked  on  the  head  by  Parliament. 


The  Sugar  Situation 

On  account  of  the  acute  depression  which  has  prevailed 
in  sugar  in  recent  months  in  consequence  of  the  over- 
whelming glut  of  supplies,  the  most  earnest  endeavours 
have  been  made  by  the  Chadbourne-Cuban  Committee, 
backed  up  by  interested  New  York  bankers,  to  bring 
about  an  mternational  agreement  for  a  movement  of 
restriction  or  the  establishment  of  a  quota  scheme.  To 
begin  with,  a  provisional  understanding  was  arrived  at 
in  Holland  between  Cuba  and  Java  for  the  limitation 
of  their  respective  exports  to  the  world's  markets,  while 
also  providing  for  the  segregation  of  their  surpluses 
from  their  last  year's  crops.  Following  this,  and  as  had 
been  generally  anticipated,  negotiations  were  opened  by 
the  Chadbourne-Cuban  delegation  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  large  producing  and  exporting  European 
countries  at  Brussels  with  a  view  to  establishing  the 
international  scheme  referred  to.  Before  the  Christmas 
holidays,  so  much  was  already  accomplished  at  the 
Brussels  Conference  that  an  agreement  was  already  then 
consick'red  fairly  well  assured  under  the  pressure  of 
adverse  economic  conditions,  but  a  serious  difficulty 
subsequently  arose  entirely  on  account  of  the  German 
industry's  refusal  to  accept  the  proposed  quota  for 
German  exports.  The  Brussels  Conference  thus  tem- 
porarily broke  down,  pending  the  consideration  of  fresh 
proposals,  which  latterly  led  to  a  compromise  between 
the  American-Cuban  delegation  and  the  German  repre- 
sentatives, whereby  the  German  quota  would  amount 
to  500,000  tons  tor  the  first  year,  which  is  materially 
in  excess  of  the  original  figure  put  forward,  and  is  to 
be  followed  by  a  reduced  rate  for  subsequent  years 
covering  in  all  a  five  years'  agreement.  According  to 
one  version,  the  total  five  years'  quota  would  amount 
to  1,750,000  tons,  whereas  another  report  places  the 
total  at  1,500,000  tons,  which  is  presumably  more  in 
line  with  the  agreement  come  to.  The  first  year's  quota 
is  possibly  correct  at  500,000  tons,  as  Germany  this 
season  has  grown  an  exceptionally  heavy  crop  of  about 
2,400,000  tons  and  has  an  exportable  surplus  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  that  quota,  while  the  average  of  the 
quotas  for  the  next  four  years,  say,  250,000  tons,  would 
make  the  total  for  the  five  years  1,500.000  tons.  As- 
suming that  there  is  no  withdrawal  on  the  part  of 
Java  from  the  provisional  agreement  with  Cuba,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  a  confirmation  of  the  international 
agreement  will  emerge  from  the  recent  proceedings  at  the 
Brussels  Conference.  Evident! v  the  regulation  of  the 
next  season's  crops,  including  a  curtailment  of  European 
beet  sowings,  would  be  closely  considered  and  agreed 
to  by  the  members  of  the  international  combination  in 
order  to  bring  about  an  adjustment  between  supply 
md  demand  to  enable  a  gradual  dispersal  of  old  accu- 
nulations,  which  is  essential  if  the  price  of  the  com- 
nodity  is  to  be  placed  on  a  permanently  better  and /or 
remunerative  basis.  Meanwhile,  the  tendency  of  the 
market  has  been  favourably  influenced  by  the  better 
trade  demand,  as  new  buying  had  been  postponed  as 
long  as  possible  under  the  prevailing  unsettlement. 
The  replenishment  of  distributors'  stocks,  which  are 
still  very  low,  should  contribute  towards  a  further 
upward  movement  frohr  the  current  abnormally  reduced 
level  of  values.  There  also  seems  to  be  plenty  of  room 
for  a  revival  of  buying  of  imported  raw  sugar  by  British 


refiners,  whose  purchases  for  the  past  two  months  or 
so  have  been  unusually  restricted  as  a  matter  of  pre- 
caution, while  their  operations  in  the  past  year  were 
in  no  small  degree  affected  by  a  falling  market  and  a 
consequently  seriously  reduced  margin  of  profit.  Even 
now  they  are  still  in  a  hesitating  mood  about  making 
provision  for  their  needs  until  the  outlook  becomes  more 
secure.  The  fact  has  to  be  noted  that  whereas  Mr.  F.  O. 
Licht's  estimates  of  the  yield  of  the  European  beet  crops 
in  October  last  amounted  to  9,611,000  tons  (including 
Russia  at,  1,760,000  tons),  there  have  been  subse- 
quent revisions  by  that  authority,  making  the  total 
as  much  as  10,500,000  tons,  thus  by  far  eclipsing  all 
previous  high  records.  This  would  compare  with 
8,261,860  tons  and  8,498,960  tons  respectively  for  the 
two  previous  seasons.  Therefore,  the  European  beet 
sugar  production,  inclusive  of  Russia  (whose  large  ex- 
cess of  yield  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  this  season), 
would  represent  well  over  one-third  of  the  total  world's 
crops.  The  yield  of  the  latter  for  1930-31  has  now  been 
placed  by  the  Vienna  crop  expert  at  29,717,000  metric 
tons  of  raw  sugar,  against  28,460,000  tons  for  1929-30, 
which  would  thus  indicate  an  increase  of  well  over 
1,250,000  tons.  This  increase  being  far  less  than  that 
shown  by  the  total  beet  sugar  estimates  referred  to,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  European  beet  industry  gained  largely 
at  the  expense  of  overseas  cane-sugar  producers  in  the 
i930-3r  season.  A  curtailment  of  world  production  is 
now  imperative  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  if  a 
healthier  position  is  to  be  established  by  the  gradual 
absorption  of  the  unwieldy  surplus  in  existence.  This 
is  the  main  subduing  factor  in  regard  to  the  rallying 
movement  which  is  expected  to  ensue  subject  to  a  defi- 
nite international  agreement  for  the  limitation'  of 
supplies  in  the  current  year  and  onward.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  fact  deserves  mention  that  South  Russia  has 
been  marketing  good  quantities  of  her  sugar  toTndia  on 
relatively  cheap  terms  or  below  those  quoted  by  Java. 


The  Australian  Exchange 

TiiE  fact  that  if  an  Australian  importer  wishes  to  send 
£tlOO  of  Australian  currency  to  London  he  has  no\V  to 
pay  ;^i3o  los.  for  it,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  stringent 
financial  conditions  in  Australia.  At  the  same  time  it 
is  a  very  crushing  overhead  charge  on  business  from 
this  side,  and  it  has  almost  brought  to  a  stop  trading 
in  drugs,  chemicals,  essential  oils,  and  kindred  articles, 
and  where  the  product  is  one  of  absolute  necessity  the 
size  of  orders  are  cut  down  from  50  per  cent,  to  80  per 
cent,  of  normal  requirements.  A  large  number  of  pro- 
ducts which  were  formerly  exported  with  unfailing  regu- 
larity are  now  cut  out  altogether.  The  cansidered 
policy  is,  of  course,  to  stop  imports  into  Australia 
wherever  possible,  and  with  this  policy  many  are  in 
agreement  and  believe  it  is  the  only  way  to  restore  the 
financial  position  to  a  sound  basis.  Make  exports  pay 
for  imports  is  the  slogan  advocated  in  Australia, 
although  it  will  require  a  considerable  margin  of  values, 
on  exports  over  imports,  otherwise  there  will  be  nothing 
to  contribute  to  loss  of  revenue  caused  by  lower  receipts 
from  import  duties.  At  the  same  time  the  restriction 
of  imports  will  tend  towards  higher  cost  of  living,  and 
this  in  turn  will  increase  the  price  of  exports.  As  is 
well  understood,  the  values  of  all  Australian  products 
like  wool,  wheat,  tallow,  etc.,  have  declined  in  conjunc- 
tion with  natural  products  of  other  countries.  It  is 
evident,  therefore,  that  the  compulsory  elimination  of 
foreign  goods  means  that  the  purchasing  power  of  other 
countries  is  so  much  less,  owing  to  their  inability  to  sell' 
their  products.  There  should,  however,  be  every  incen- 
tive to  export  Australian  produce  to  London,  as  for 
every  ;^ioo  worth  of  goods  sold  the  exporter  at  the 
present  time  receives  ;£i3o  los.,  less  the  usual  bank 
charge  for  remitting  the  money  to  Australia.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  present  interference  with  the  natural 
law  of  supply  and  demand  will  be  of  short  duration,  and 
that  its  repercussion  m  Australia  will  be  slight. 
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Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

Meeting  to  Promote  Opposition 


A MEETING  of  chemists  was  held  at  the  Imperial 
Hotel,  Russell  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on 
January  27,  for  the  purpose  of  consolidating 
opposition  to  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill. 
The  gathering  included  members  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Council  and  officials  of  the  Society.  Mr. 
J.  J.  Laws  was  elected  to  the  chair. 

The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  the 
object  of  that  meeting  was  to  oppose  the  Bill  and 
nothing  else,  and  he  intended  to  try  to  keep  the  dis- 
cussion within  those  limits. 

Mr.  Clarke's  Address 

Mr.  F.  E..  S.  Clarke  {Newjjort),  who  explained 
that  he  attended  the  meeting  against  his  doctor's 
wishes,  said  he  was  not  present  to  apologise,  either  to 
17  Bloomsbury  Square  or  to  the  R.P.U.,  for  the  action 
he  had  taken  and  the  role  in  which  he  was  appearing. 
He  had  no  antagonism  or  prejudice  against  those  two 
organisations,  for  he  believed  chemists  could  not  afford 

to  do  without  either  of 
them.  But  he  did 
want  to  put  to  the 
meeting  that  neither  of 
those  bodies  was  right 
in  formulating  the 
policy  they  had  adopted 
in  regard  to  the  Bill 
without  consulting  the 
rank  and  file  or  ascer- 
taining their  opinions. 
The  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  elected  as  an  execu- 
tive body  to  administer 
the  laws  and  regulations 
relating  to  pharmacy. 
But  here  was  a  situation 
calling  for  a  definite 
change  of  policy  and  a 
possible  change  of  con- 
stitution, involving  the 
retail  chemists  of  the 
country  in  a  certain  number  of  extra  regu- 
lations and  all  sorts  of  interference.  The  issues 
at  stake  were  vital,  and  he  felt  that  perhaps  they 
were  not  fully  appreciated,  and  required  looking  at 
through  spectacles  other  than  those  of  the  composite 
body  provided  by  the  round-table  conference.  Take,  for 
example,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  R.P.U. 
There  were  gentlemen  on  both  these  bodies  who  could 
not  possibly  look  at  the  situation  from  the  same  point 
of  view  as  the  men  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy  to-day. 
Then  there  was  the  Wholesale  Chemists'  Society.  After 
all,  did  it  matter  to  the  wholesale  trade  who  sold 
poisons,  and  what  happened  to  the  chemist?  He  sub- 
mitted that  there  had  been  a  great  omission  by  the 
R.P.U.  in  not  calling  a  conference  of  the  retail  trade 
before  adopting  any  policy.  There  seemed  to  be  a 
tendency  on  the  part  of  the  elected  bodies  to  go  outside 
their  proper  sphere,  and  he  did  not  think  they  should 
allow  them  to  become  an  avenue  for  the  promotion  of 
other  than  pharmaceutical  interests.  Though  these 
executive  bodies  were  splendid  in  some  respects,  they 
had  not  the  same  interest  in  the  retail  trade  as  the 
practising  pharmacist.  He  wished  there  were  some 
Glyn-Jones  at  this  juncture.  (Hear,  hear.)  From 
reports -which  he  had  received  from  all  over  the  coun- 
try, he  was  convinced  that  adequate  support  was  avail- 
able for  the  defeat  of  the  Bill,  and  that  it  could  be 
done.  Moreover,  he  was  not  sure  that  the  Society 
and  the  R.P.U.  were  not  watching  them  that  night  and 
hoping  in  their  hearts  that  the  meeting  would  be  suc- 
cessful. The  Bill  and  the  policy  adopted  by  the  existing 
organisations  were  wrong,  and  were  not  in  the  interests

of  either  pharmacists,  the  public  or  the  State.  The 
Bill,  mdeed,  was  a  travesty  of  honest  legislation.  He 
thought,  above  all  things,  they  wanted  to  avoid  creat- 
ing any  antagonistic  feeling  against  either  the  Society 
or  the  R.P.U.  He  believed  strong,  uidependent  action 
on  the  right  lines  should  be  effectiye.  Piles  of  letters 
and  telegrams  had  been  received  by  the  promoters  of 
that  meeting;  every  one  of  those  which  had  been  opened 
was  in  opposition  to  the  Bill,  ana  the  response  covered 
practically  the  whole  of  the  country. 

Neither  the  Society  nor  the  I?.P.U.  had  consulted 
the  trade.  After  the  policy  liad  been  formulated, 
branches  had  been  asked  to  arrange  for  speakers 
wherever  possible.  But  that  should  have  been  done 
a  couple  of  months  before,  and  the  branches  and  indi- 
dual  members  would  then  have  had  an  opportunity  of 
examining  the  Bill,  and  hearing  speakers  on  the  subject. 
If  the  Society  had  taken  that  course  they  would 
probably  Iiave  realised  the  amount  of  opposition  th.at 
existed  and  have  taken  up  a  very  diflferent  attitude. 
The  Bill  had  not  been  asked  for  by  the  trade,  the 
public  or  the  House  of  Commons.  A  Departmental  Com- 
mittee was  a  private  committee,  and  the  inquiry  was 
conducted  by  asking  certain  bodies  to  give  evidence. 
Obviously  bodies  would  be  invited  who  would  give 
evidence  favourable  to  the  policy  the  Committee  wished 
to  pursue,  and  that  suspicion  in  this  case  was  almost 
confirmed  by  the  list  of  witnesses  given  at  the  back 
of  the  Committee's  report.  Mr.  Gamble  had  tried  hard 
to  get  a  definition  of  a  chemist  qualified  for  dispensing, 
and  he  (the  speaker)  believed  he  had  taken  the  right 
course.  Was  the  Bill  fair  and  honest?  Tliere  was 
the  question  of  compulsory  membership,  which  he  pre- 
ferred to  call  compulsory  registration.  Why  should 
there  be  two  registrations?  Then  there  was  going  to 
be  increased  inspection  and  restrictions.  He  himself 
preferred  to  be  fined  £^  by  a  county  court  judge  rather 
than  to  appear  before  a  magistrate.  The  Bill  meant  an 
extension  of  bureaucratic  government,  but  the  expenses 
were  going  to  fall  on  chemists.  The  Society's  policy 
was  not  to  end  the  Bill,  but  to  amend  it,  and  he 
thought  that  was  wrong.  The  need  for  a  new  orienta- 
tion of  pharmacy  had  arisen.  The  whole  of  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  should  be  confined  to  pharmacists. 
The  drug  trade  wanted  co-ordinating  and  consolidating, 
and  the  sale  of  poisons  should  be  confined  to  the  trade. 
(Applause.) 

Discussion 

Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  pointed  out  that  the  Bill  was 
published  last  March,  but  from  then  until  July  nothing 
happened;  they  were  told  nothing,  and  nothing  was 
printed.  The  Conference  was  going  to  deal  with  the 
Bill.  Two  half-days  were  devoted  to  it,  but  only  M^y- 
five  minutes  were  left  for  the  delegates  to  express  their 
views.  While  the  Society  was  deliberating  on  the 
amendments  the  Bill,  re-drafted,  was  introduced  into  th;e 
House  of  Lords.  No  amendments  were  submitted  to 
chemists  between  March  and  December.  Were  they 
going  to  support  the  Society  in  its  amendments  or  not  ? 
If  the  Bill  went  through  in  its  present  form  he  was 
convinced  that  chemists  would  be  left.  What  guarantee 
had  they  that  the  Government  would  accept  these 
amendments  or  any  of  them?  (A  voice:  None  at  all.) 
The  people  they  were  expected  to  trust  had  told  them 
nothing  before  the  Bill  was  introduced. 

The  Chairman  then  ruled  that  anyone  speaking  in 
favour  of  the  Bill  would  be  out  of  order. 

Mr.  E.  Jones  (Brighton)  said  that  when  the  Society 
ran  up  against  certain  individuals  and  questions,  its 
policy  seemed  to  be  blank.  Under  the  Bill,  so  long  as  i'c 
was  under  the  supervision  of  a  doctor  dispensing  could 
be  carried  out  by  his  chauffeur,  servant,  or  anything 
that  was  his.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Tristram   (Liverpool),  said  they  should  reserve

the  selling  of  poisons  and  poisonous  substances  to  phar- 
macists, and  that  should  be  impressed  upon  the  meet- 
ing on  the  following  day.  The  pharmacist  was  called 
upon  to  sacrifice,  and  in  return  he  should  have  the 
right  of  dispensing.  He  considered  that  the  amended 
Bill  put  forward  by  the  Society  was  a  very  great  im- 
provement, and  gave  pharmacists  a  step  forward.  He 
thought  they  should  back  up  the  Society,  and  strengthen 
its  hands,  and  not  criticise  it  unfairly,  as  some  speakers 
had  done  at  that  meeting. 

Mr.  D.  T.  Evans  (Margate)  said  they  should  be 
reasonable  in  their  attitude.  What  usually  happened  in 
a  dispute  was  a  compromise,  and  half  a  loaf  was  better 
than  nothing.  He  had  no  sympathy  at  all  with  the 
way  the  Society  had  dealt  with  members  of  the  trade 
in  regard  to  the  Bill.  They  had  been  doped  with  advice 
to  leave  matters  alone  until  some  time  when  they  could 
get  the  information  that  the  Society  was  right.  The 
Society,  however,  were  very  much  right  with  regard 
to  some  of  the  amendments,  but  members  ought  to 
have  been  advised  in  July  instead  of  December,  so  that 
meetings  could  have  been  held,  and  the  subject  dis- 
cussed. The  most  important  thing  in  the  Bill  was 
that  dispensing  should  be  carried  out  by  registered 
chemists  only. 

Mr.  G.  F.  CoRRALL  (Enfield  Wash)  said  he  was  afraid 
that  at  the  meeting  next  day  they  would  get  the  usual 
soft  soap  on  which  they  would  skid  into  the  mouth  of 
the  Government.  Now  he  had  no  use  for  soap  and 
frills  when  it  came  to  a  "  show  down."  He  believed 
in  getting  his  coat  off,  and  getting  one  home  first;  and 
his  advice  was  to  meet  the  Government,  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  and  the  R.P.U.  with  a  flat  and  emphatic 
negative.  What  did  all  this  "  footle  "  amount  to  but 
that  they,  as  pharmacists,  were  not  to  be  trusted  to 
practise  pharmacy  ?  The  Government  could  not  trust 
them,    and    as    the    Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the 


R.P.U.  agreements  had  been  kept  secret,  obviously  they 
could  not  trust  them  either.  He  did  not  trust  either 
body. 

Mr.  E.  R.'  Parken  (Brighton)  suggested  that  they 
should  get  the  British  Medical  Association  to  appoint 
inspectors,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Privy  Council, 
to  watch  over  medical  practitioners  under  the  Bill. 

Mr.  McNeal  mentioned  that  about  500  letters  had 
been  received  asking  what  was  the  use  of  restricting 
dispensing  to  chemists  in  open  shop  unless  medical  men 
were  stopped  from  dispensing.  Dispensing  was  the  basis 
of  their  work.  They  had  got  to  get  it,  otherwise 
pharmacy  would  go  under. 

The  following  resolution  was  carried  by  thirty  votes 
to  twenty :  — 

That  tliis  meeting  as  of  opinion  that  the  rights  and 
interests  of  the  retail  pharmacist,  along  with  the  restric- 
tion of  dispensing  of  medicine  to  pharmaeLsbs.  cannot  be 
secured  by  amendmenits  to  a  Poison  Bill,  and  by  such 
policy  in  procedure  great  risks  are  run  of  placing  upon 
the  statute-book  an  iniquitous  piece  of  poison  legislation 
only.  It  itherefore  ui'ges  the  Council  and  those  associated 
with  it  to  direct  a  policy  of  opposing  the  Bill  rather  than 
seeking-  amendments,  in  which  policy  it  is  felt  it  will 
receive  the  entire  support  of  the  -retail  trade  and  all  those 
other  interests  associated  with  it.  It  further  urges  the 
Council  and  the  R.P.U.  to  take  steips  to  secure  our  objects 
through  the  promotion  of  a  Bill  by  consultation  and  in 
conference  with  the  Ministi-y  of  Health  .and  British  Medical 
Asjociation,  or  by  the  promotion  of  a  proper  Government 
inquiry  througli  the  Ministry  of  Health,  where  our  ser- 
vices are  recognised  and  general  interests  of  public  health 
more  likely  to  be  regarded. 

A  resolution  forming  a  temporary  body  to  oppose  the 
Bill  was  carried  by  twenty-six  votes  to  twenty,  and 
subscriptions  were  invited  for  the  purpose,  as  well  as 
to  defray  the  cost  of  the  meeting.  The  chairman,  Mr. 
McNeal  and  Mr.  Clarke  were  appointed  as  an  executive 
committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Middlesex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee,  held  on  January  21,  Mr.  Thomas 
Marns  spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  A. 
Irwin's  many  good  qualities,  and  it  was  agreed  to  send 
a  letter  of  condolence  to  Mrs.  Irwin.  Particulars  were 
received  respecting  the  results  of  checking  of  prescribing 
in  the  Middlesex  area,  also  copies  of  medical  benefit 
amended  regulations  and  circulars  regarding  the  defini- 
tion of  drugs,  etc.  It  was  explained  that  there  would 
,  be  no  disallowances  from  chemists'  accounts  for  articles 
wrongly  prescribed,  as  from  January  i,  1931.  Corre- 
spondence with  the  Panel  Committee  respecting  the  use 
of  the  National  Insurance  Formulary  was  considered, 
and  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  adhere  to  the  Com- 
mittee's former  resolution  that  no  local  additions  to 
the  Formulary  should  be  recognised.  Additions  to  the 
list  of  contractors  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appli- 
ances were  considered,  and  the  following  particulars 
were  contained  in  the  supervisor's  report,  which  was 
adopted :  —

Dundee. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  Dundee  Insurance 
Committee  the  decision  of  referees  in  the  case  of  an 
appeal  by  a  doctor  against  the  finding  of  the  Committee 
that  the  cost  of  drugs  ordered  or  supplied  by  him  was 
excessive  was  read.  The  decision  stated  that  the 
referees  dismissed  the  appeal  and  were  of  opinion  that 
the  appellant's  prescribing  was  extravagant  both  in 
character  and  in  quantity,  and  in  excess  of  what  was 
reasonably  necessary  for  the  adequate  treatment  of  his 
patients.  A  letter  which  the  Medical  Benefit  Subcom- 
mittee had  received  from  the  Forfar  County  Insurance 
Committee  was  submitted.  It  asked  for  the  Committee's 
view  on  a  resolution,  which  the  Forfar  Committee  had 
submitted  to  the  annual  conference  of  the  Scottish  Asso- 
ciation of  Insurance  Committees:  "  That  the  cost  of 
drugs,  including  insulin,  supplied  to  insured  persons 
under  treatment  in  voluntary  institutions  should  be  a 
charge  against  the  drug  fund  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, instead  of  having  to  be  met  from  the  funds  of 
the  voluntary  institution."  Di.  R.  C.  Buist  moved 
that  they  take  no  action.  It  was  an  unwise  motion 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Insurance  Committee  and 
from  the  side  of  the  voluntary  hospitals.  Mr.  John 
Walker  moved  an  amendment  that  they  support  this 
proposition.  If  they  had  a  patient  requiring  a  great 
deal  of  treatment  and  sent  him  to  a  hospital,  then  they 
were  not  giving  him  the  benefit  of  the  drug  fund.  It 
was  a  serious  cost  which  had  to  be  met  by  the  volun- 
tary hospitals,  and  it  would  mean  that  this  cost  would 
fall  on  the  ratepayers,  a  cost  that  had  already  been 
paid  for  by  the  patient  into  the  drug  fund.  Dr.  Buist 
said  that  when  a  patient  was  sent  to  a  hospital  he  was 
not  under  the  care  of  his  insurance  doctor,  and  the 
charge  would  be  an  illegal  charge.  Dr.  Buist's  motion 
was  carried  by  twenty  votes  to  five.

Inquiries  for  dfugs  and  allied  produce  from  the  consuming 
trades.  althougiMiow  more  genera],  are  largely  for  imme- 
diate requiremei^s,  and  orders  are  cut  down  to  the  smallest 
quantities.  It  is  not  only  Jack  of  confidence  in  the  stability 
of  prices,  but  the  general  i>oornas6  of  trade  which  compels 
the  trader  to  adopt  these  tactics.  Several  instances  have 
occurred  this  week  ^vh6re  orders  for  spot  goods  have  not 
been  executed  owing  to  supplies  having  become  exhausted. 
This  confirms  the  opinion  expressed  for  some  time  past — 
that  shippers  and  dealers  have  been  selling  certain  items 
below  cost  price  and  not  replacing  stocks.  The  number  of 
items  affected  is  likely  to  increase  until  such  time  as  lit  is 
profitable  again  to  import.  Among  drugs,  senega  is  rather 
weaker  on  the  spot,  and  Belgian  valerian  is  also  easier. 
Kordofan  gum  acacia  has  been  irregular.  Shellac  and 
pepper  are  firmer  on  balance.  Among  aromatic  seeds, 
Morocco  linseed  on  the  spot  is  rather  dearer,  and  Morocco 
cumin  to  arrive  is  firmer.  Morocco  canary  is  easier  on  the 
spot.  Business  in  pharmaceutical  chemiicals  is  of  moderate 
extent,  with  "  controlled  "  prices  well  maintained.  It  is 
reported  that  an  international  convention  has  been  formed 
by  the  vanillin  makers,  with  the  probability  of  higher 
rates.  Cream  of  tartar  has  shown  a  further  slight  weak- 
ness, and  tartaric  acid  is  about  steady.  Aspirin  and  phenace- 
tin  are  steady.  Industrial  chemicals  continue  slow  of  sale, 
with  a  few  insto^ices  of  isolated  competition.  Arsenic  is 
again  tending  harder ;  acetone  continues  an  "  open  " 
market.  Sodiimi  acetate  and  ea.ltcake  are  a  point  easier; 
sodium  hyposulphite  is  easy.  Cresylic  acid  is  lower. 
Among  the  vegetable  oils  the  demand  remains  poor, 
although  there  is  a  tendency  towards  some  recovery  in 
values.

Mark 
Lane,  London,  E.C.3,  have  issued  their  annua)  chart 
of  price  movements  of  essential  oils  during  the 
past  ten  years.  They  comprise  Java  and  Ceylon 
citronellas,  bergamot,  bois  de  rose  (Cayenne),  cassia, 
geranium  (Bourbon),  lavender,  lemon  (Sicilian),  lemon- 
grass,  lime  and  Japanese  peppermint  oils.  Some  inter- 
esting fluctuations  are  shown,  particularly'  in  lemon  and 


Japanese  peppermint  oil.  The  substantial  decline  in 
lemon  oil  in  1929-1930  is  remarkable — from  18s.  to 
less  than  4s.  per  lb.  Japanese  dementholised  pepper- 
mint oil  ever  the  past  five  years  has  even  suffered  a 
bigger  decline — from  26s.  to  4s.  per  lb.  The  chart, 
which  is  revised  up  to  the  end  of  1930,  is  printed 
in  red  and  black  ink.

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

Sir, — A  great  fuss  is  being  made  by  the  Society  of 
the  fact  that  they  expect  to  secure  to  chemists  under 
this  Bill  the  privilege  of  a  dispensing  monopoly.  The 
same  bait  was  used  when  the  N.H.I,  terms  were  first 
suggested;  we  were  to  become  the  "nation's  dis- 
pensers," and  some  of  us  paid  pretty  heavily  for  it  the 
lirst  two  years  !  What  dispensing  is  it  that  is  supposed 
to  constitute  the  present  bait?  Presumably  that  done 
by  the  drug  stores — at  the  cost  of  ^5  per  shop  !  —

Sir, — The  provision  which  more  than  any  other  item 
in  this  Bill  seems  to  produce  a  feeling  of  intense  irrita- 
tion among  pharmacists  is  that  dealing  with  the  regis- 
tration fee  for  shops;  the  compulsory  membership  with 
its  annual  fee  does  not  appear  to  arouse  so  much  oppo- 
siiion,  but  when  it  comes  to  pajdng  an  annual  fee  for 
thf-  registration  of  business  premises,  we  are  asked  to 
pay  annually  a  fee  of  not  more  than  /3  for  the  privilege 
of  carrying  on  what  we  now  have  a  legal  qualification  to 
do,  and  failure  to  pay  will  bring  the  loss  of  the  rigiit 
we  have  alread5'  earned  and  paid  for.  We  have  been 
told  that  the  £^  and  /3  fees  are  the  maximum  amounts 
and  not  necessarily  the  sums  which  will  be  imposed; 
but  all  official  and  semi-official  bodies  invariably  find 
ways  and  means  of  spending  all  the  money  available 
and  then  crying  for  more,  so  that  I  quite  expect  to  have 
to  pay  ;f  5  a  j^ear  to  be  allowed  to  keep  my  shop  open  if 
this  clause  is  passed.  "  R."  says  that  the  protection 
of  titles  is  worthless;  it  will  depend  on  what  is  con- 
sidered a  protected  title.  One  would  expect  "  phar- 
macy "  to  be  the  first  on  the  list,  and  I  should  think 
others  should  include  "  drug  stores,"  "  chemists'  sun- 
dries," and  even  "  medicine  vendors."  If  so,  what  is 
the  present  drug-store  proprietor  to  call  himself  or  his 
premises  ?  He  must  have  some  title  to  describe  him  to 
his  customers;  and  if  that  title  does  not  connect  him 
with  drugs,  he  loses  his  principal  asset.  One  of  the 
Society's  amendments  requires  that  dispensing  in 
doctors'  surgeries  shall  be  done  by  or  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  chemist  or  by  or  under  the  supervision  of 
the  medical  practitioner;  but  even  if  the  amendment  is 
accepted  by  the  Government.  I  do  not  see  how  it  is  to 
be  enforced,  as  there  is  no  provision  for  the  inspection 
of  surgeries,  and  the  term  "  supervision  "  has  yet  to  be 
satisfactorily  defined. — Yours  truly.

West  Australian  Sandalwood  Oil 

Sir. — I  have  noticed  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  November  29,  1930  (p.  674),  an  abstract  of  a  paper 
read  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Walmsley,  at  Manchester.  With  the 
bulk  of  this  I  am  not  concerned,  but  there  is  a  short 
section  dealing  with   West  Australian  sandalwood  oil 


which  calls  for  comment,  •  as  Mr.  Walmsley  mentions 
me  twice  by  name  and  attributes  to  me  statements  I 
have  never  made .    He  writes :  — 

"  In  the  '  Pharmaceutical  Journal,'  Dr.  May 
stated  that  distillation  methods  had  impiroved,  that 
the  fusanols  had  been  eliminated,  and  that  it  was 
now  equal  to  B.P.  oil." 

As  Mr.  Walmsley  refrains  from  giving  any  reference 
to  the  volume  and  page  of  my  article  in  that  publica- 
tion I  should  like  to  state  that  it  appeared  on  pages  368- 
369  in  the  issue  of  April  21,  1928.  I  will,  however, 
venture  to  quote  the  conclusions  summarised  at  the 
end  of  the  article. 

"  I .  West  Australian  sandalwood  is  now  obtainable 
in  good  standard  quality  closely  resembling  the  East 
Indian  oil,  and  very  different  from  the  oil  described 
by  the  earlier  workers. 

2.  There  is  insufficient  evidence  yet  as  to  whether 
the  alcohols  are  identical  with  the  santalols  of  East 
Indian  oils  or  not,  but  they  at  least  show  a  striking 
resemblance. 

3.  The  oil  is  therapeutically  in  no  way  inferior  to 
East  Indian  oil,  and  according  to  ma-ny  authorities  is 
actually  superior." 

The  only  one  of  these  conclusions  which  need^  any 
modification  is  the  second  one,  which  can  now  be  m^de 
more  positive  as  it  has  been  shown  by  Penfold  that 
West  Australian  oil  does  actuall}^  contain  santalol. 

Since  Mr.  Walmsley  does  not  seem  able  to  refer  to  an 
easily  verifiable  printed  document  without  garbling  it, 
one  need  not  be  surprised  to  find  that  the  rest  of  the 
section  dealing  with  West  Australian  sandalwood  oil 
consists  of  a  series  of  absolutely  distorted  statements, 
which  give  the  impression  that  he  is  quite  lacking  in 
any  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  subject.  It  seems 
desirable,  .however,  to  correct  some  of  the  statements 
made  by  Mr.  Walmsley.  There  is  no  ju.stification  for 
his  singling  out  Finnemore's  paper  of  1925  as  being 
particularly  authoritative,  as  it  did  not  even  claim  to 
record  any  original  work,  and  was  merely  a  compilation 
of  previously  published  work,  a  good  deal  of  which  has 
subsequently  been  refuted.  It  would  have  been  far 
more  to  the  point  if  Mr.  Walmsley  had  drawn  attention 
to  papers  such  as  that  of  Perrot,  which  described  actual 
detailed  investigation  of  the  oil,  and  have  been  pub- 
lished within  the  last  four  or  five  years.  Next  comes 
the  reference  to  my  own  work  in  which  the  statement 
is  made  that  according  to  me  the  fusanols  have  been 
eliminated.  What  I  did  say  was  that  the  alcohols 
actually  isolated  by  me  did  not  have  the  properties  of 
so-called  fusanols  described  by  Rao  and  Sudborough. 
I  never  suggested  that  the  oil  was  "  equal  to  B.P. 
oil  " — whatever  that  may  mean.  The  figures  given  by 
me  plainly  show  that  the  oil  I  examined  did  not  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  B.P.  for  East  Indian  sandal- 
wood oil.  What  I  did  say  was  that  the  West  Australian 
oil  was  therapeutically  as  important  as,  or  better  than, 
the  East  Indian  oil — a  statement  based  on  the  only 
possible  foundation  for  such  a  remark,  namely,  clinical 
test  and  not  a  real  or  imagined  likeness  in  chemical  or 
physical  characteristics.  Mr.  Walmsley  then  e.xplains 
how  it  is  that  a  statement  that  the  "  alcohols  cal- 
culated as  santalol  ' '  does  not  actually  mean  that  they 
are  present  as  santalol,  and  he  puts  this  point  quite 
clearly.  I  myself  emphasised  this  point  in  a  letter 
to  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  of  February  23,  1929 
(page  192),  but  Mr.  Walmsley  seems  to  have  overlooked 
the  fact  that  this  argument  applies  also  to  the  East 
Indian  oil,  and  that  the  amount  of  actual  santalol  in 
that  oil  is  also  unknown.  He  then  refers  in  this  con- 
nection to  some  work  on  the  e.xamination  of  the  rota- 
tion of  a  very  large  number  of  samples  of  East  Indian 
oil,  but  fails  to  explain  what  this  has  to  do  with  the 
alcohol  content  of  the  West  Australian  oil.  As  a 
inatter  of  fact,  the  Australian  oil  is  usually  described  as 
containing  over  90  per  cent,  of  alcohols,  calculated  as 
santalol,  and  a  similar  form  of  description  used  to  be 
applied  to  the  East  Indian  oil,  but  I  notice  that  the 
agents  for  the  Mysore  Government  are  now  advertising 
the  East  Indian  oil  as  containing  over  90  per  cent,  of 
actual  santalols.  There  is  no  justification  whatever 
for  such  a  statement,"  as  the  argument  put  forward  by 
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Mr.  Walmsley  applies  to  the  East  Indian  oil  also,  and 
though  alcohols  present  in  that  oil  are  chiefly  santalol, 
there  is  no  prool  whatever  that  the  santalols  thentselves 
comprise  over  90  per  cent,  of  the  oil.  I  also  notice 
that  Mr.  Walmsley  repeats  the  oft  repudiated  libel  that 
the  West  Australian  oil  is  an  artificial  concocted  article 
made  to  pass  the  B.P.  tests  and  to  masquerade  as 
B.P.  oil.  He  seems  to  be  unaware  of  the  convincing 
repudiations  of  these  statements  which  have  been 
published,  and  that  most  of  the  West  Australian 
sandalwood  oil  sold  in  this  country  is  guaranteed  by 
the  West  Australian  Government  to  be  derived  entirely 
from  the  one  source — SantuUnn  spicatum,  or  Eucarya 
spicata,  as  Mr.  Walmsley  prefers  to  call  it.  Finally, 
Mr.  Walmsley  contradicts  his  own  interpretation  of  the 
meaning  of  alcohols  calculated  as  santalol,  where  he 
states  that  the  B.P.  requires  the  oil  to  contain  90  per 
cent,  of  santalol.  It  does  nothing  of  the  kind;  it  merely 
states  alcohols  calculated  as  santalol. — Yours  trul}',

A  Stab  in  the  Back 

Sir, — For  many  years  I  have  done  busijiess  with  "  my 
grocer,"  and  when  I  reckon  up  must  have  spent 
hundreds  of  pounds  with  him  I  have  known,  of 
course,  that  all  this  time  he  has  sold  many  things 
which,  strictly  speaking,  are  chemists'  lines,  but  I  was 
hardly  prepared  for  the  literature  he  has  lately  sent  to 
many  of  my  customers.  This  is  a  list  of  remedies 
packed  under  the  names  of  forty-one  of  the  leading 
patent  medicines;  attention  is  called  to  the  large  profits 
made  out  of  patent  medicines — ail  of  which  can  be 
saved  by  purchasing  a  preparation  at  6d.  Analyses  are 
given  of  the  patents  on  the  list  and  corresponding 
formulas  of  the  Gd.  pack.  What  I  personally  dislike  is 
the  implied  suggestion  that  someone  is  making  large 
profits  out  of  patent  medicines,  whereas  an  analysis  of 
production,  advertising  and  distribution  costs  would 
show  that  these  are  fairly  well  spread  out,  and  where 
a  Government  stamp  is  used  20  per  cent,  of  the  retail 
value  of  a  is.  3d.  article  goes  to  the  State.  Also,  there 
is  something  to  be  said  for  style  and  elegance  of  pre- 
sentation. Wliat,  may  I  ask,  can  be  packed  up  in  the 
way  of  syrup  of  figs  (reliable)  to  sell  at  6d.?

Window  Displays 

Sir, — The  struggle  between  various  trades  to  secure 
the  margin  of  public  spending  power  over  and  above 
the  absolute  necessities  of  life  grows  fiercer,  and  one 
wonders  whether  the  chemist  is  exploiting  pharmacy 
to  the  utmost,  and  if  the  most  is  being  made  of  counter 
and  window  space.  W^e  all  know  the  great  pull  a 
window  display  of  one  line  has,  and  if  any  doubt  exists 
on  this  point  a  glance  at  the  displays  the  big  stores 
make  will  quickly  dispel  it.  The  chemist  has  so  many 
items  which  he  must  stock,  and  few  that  will  pay  for  a 
solo  display,  which  makes  the  latter  a  very  difficult 
matter.  There  is,  however,  a  way  in  which  the  single- 
display  idea  can  be  successfully  carried  out,  and  that 
is  by  the  exploitation  of  a  drug  or  chemical  in  general 
use,  such  as  thymol,  carbolic  acid,  iodine,  etc.  The 
jjublic  regard  tincture  of  iodine  as.  an  external  applica- 
tion only,  and  an  opportunity  exists  here  to  educate 
the  public  as  to  its  general  use  in  medicine.  Iodised 
throat  tablets,  iodised  blood  tonic,  tooth-paste,  liniment 
and  similar  preparations  would  combine  the  advantages 
of  a  solo  display  with  the  sales  possibilities  of  a  multi- 
plicity of  lines.  Doubtless  the  wholesale  houses  would 
respond  to  any  call  chemists  made  for  help  in  this 
direction. — Yours,  etc.,

Gift  Schemes 

Sir, — There  seems  stiU  to  be  a  division  of  opinion 
between  manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  retailers  as  to 
the  wisdom  or  otherw  ise  of  free  gifts  to  the  public  for 
coupons  from  cigarettes  and  other  consumable  articles. 
There  is  sound  reasoning  in  all  the  arguments  both  for 
and  against  the  practice;  but  the  retailer  can  honestly 
do  nothing  but  condemn  the  practice  in  general,  and 


particularly  should  he  raise  his  voice  in  protest  when 
the  gifts  take  the  form '  of  branded  articles  identical ' 
with  those  which  he  seeks  to  sell  over  the  countei . 
Some  maijufaGturers  have  wisely  notified  us  that  in  view 
of  the  opposition  they  are  ceasing  to  supply  their  pro- 
ducts for  the  purpose  of  gifts,  but  there  are  many 
important  houses  who  have  not  yet  learnt  their  lesson. 
I  earnestly  suggest  to  your  readers  that  they  pursue  this 
matter  of  opposition  persistently  and  with  vigour  until 
no  branded  goods  which  we  stock  appear  on  the  gift 
lists.  Let  us,  when  the  traveller  comes  round  shortly  for 
our  order  for  box  cameras,  resolutely  refuse  to  take  into 
stock  t^nother  single  camera  of  any  maker  wlio  will 
not  promise  to  discontinue  to  give  away  his  wares.  .  .  . 
Let  camera  makers  make  cameras  and  films  for  the 
cigarette  merchants  if  they  get  the  orders  and  employ 
the  workers,  but  let  them  understand  that  these  articles 
must  not  be  branded  with  their  name  nor  be  attri- 
Ijuted  to  them  in  the  scheme  of  publicity  for  the  cou- 
pons. We  must  not  be  dragooned  by  these  big  people 
into  playing  second  fiddle  in  the  matter  of  the  distri- 
bution of  branded  goods.  In  spite  of  newspaper  adver- 
tising and  in  conjunction  with  it,  the  dealer  has  made 
these  people  and  their  brand  names  famous.  We  do 
not  deserve  nor  will  we  tolerate  the  loss  of  our  share 
in  the  benefits  which  accrue.  Cameras  are  the  most 
flagrant  and  topical  example  at  the  moment.  There- 
are  other  articles  which  the  dealer  should  similarly  treat.

Sir, — Mr.  H.  Long,  discussing  gift  schemes  (C.  &•  D., 
January  17,  p.  81),  speaks  of  the  necessity  for  collective 
action;  such  action  is  probably  maturing,  though  not 
among  chemists.  The  National  Chamber  of  Trade  has 
pronounced  against  coupon  gift  schemes,  and  some  trade 
associations  are  already  opposing  such  advertising 
methods.  The  one  instance  in  which  there  might  be 
something  to  be  said  for  coupons  gifts  is  the  case  of 
the  premium  cameras,  and  in  this  scheme  there  is  the 
undoubted  fact  that  every  camera  given  away  brings  a 
new  customer,  to  some  photographic  dealer  for  spools 
and  D.  and  P.  work  or  materials.  The  scheme  has  to  a 
large  extent  killed  the  sale  of  the  cheap  bo.x-form 
camera,  so  that  in  any  analysis  this  loss  of  trade  W'Ould 
have  to  be  set  off  against  the  increased  sale  of  films 
and  finishing,  but  I  doubt  if  these  cheap  cameras  were 
sold  in  the  quantities  in  which  they  have  been  distri- 
buted in  exchange  for  coupons,  as  these  have  reached 
an  entirely  new  class  of  customer.  The  trouble  is 
whether  one  can  dissociate  the  premium  camera  from 
any  of  the  other  types  of  coupon  schemes;  if  we 
endorse  one,  must  we  not  endorse  all  ?

Our  Friend  the  Traveller 

Sir, — The  letter  of  "  Retailer  "  (C.  iSy  D.,  January  3, 
p.  29)  refers  to  the  various  ways  in  which  the  "  regu- 
lar "  commercial  traveller  can  help  his  chemist  custo- 
mers, such  as  recommending  assistants  or  giving  infor- 
mation of  businesses  for  sale.  Unfortunately  this  eld 
type  of  representative  seems  to  be  passing,  and  it  is  not, 
to  my  mind,  so  much  the  fault  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
road  themselves  as  that  of  the  conditions  under  which 
many  of  them  have  to  work.  Many  of  the  old-estab- 
lished firms  in  these  days  have  been  absorbed  by  com- 
bines, and  the  travellers  are  answerable  to  a  sales 
manager  whose  energies  are  devoted  to  getting  imme- 
diate returns;  further,  they  often  have  to  work  on  a 
system  of  "basic  sales,"  which  they  are  supposed  to 
improve  on  every  journey,  a  condition  which  it  is  not 
always  possible  to  fulfil,  especially  in  these  times. 
Naturally,  when  they  enter  a  shop  they  endeavour  to 
make  an  immediate  sole,  the  larger  the  better,  and  with 
the  fear  of  the  sales  manager  behind  them  often  with 
undue  persistence;  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  chemist 
sometimes  becomes  a  little  "  short  "  in  his  manner  of 
refusal,  while  he  will  welcome  the  older  type  and  save 
up  for  him  any  orders  that  may  be  going.

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Dispensing  Notes  and  Difficulties 

Dispensing  of  Cholesterol  , 

Sir,— We  shall  be  glad  if  you  could  give  us  some 
hints  as  to  the  dispensing  of  cholesterol  in  a  mixture.

[Cholesterol  Cj^Hj^O  is  an  unsaturated  alcohol,  with 
a  melting  point  of  147°  C.  It  is  insoluble  in 
water,  but,  like  fats  and  waxes,  quite  soluble  in 
chloroform,  ether,  acetone,  etc.  It  is  dissolved  by 
volatile  and  fatty  oils,  and  also  in  aqueous  solutions 
of  bile  salts.  It  is  not  acted  on  by  cold  or  boiling 
concentrated  alkaline  solutions.  It  appears  as  fine, 
flaky,  pure  white  crystals.  It  is  dispensed  by  rubbing 
down  with  compound  tragacanth  powder  and  mixing 
with  water.  It  is  no  advantage  to  dissolve  in  olive  or 
other  oil  before  emulsifying.  A  satisfactory  mixture 
is  the  following:  — 

Cholesterol    ...   gr.  64 

Pulv.  tragacanth.  co  gr.  30 

Glycerin.     jiv. 

Aq.   chlorof.    ad  jlv. 

Cholesterol  may  be  prescribed  in  cachets  or  pills. 
Pills  may  be  made  using  pulv.  acacise  gr.  i,  pulv. 
tragacanth  co.  gr.  ^,  or  a  little  sugar  of  milk  and 
pulv.  acaciae  co.,  to  make  a  white  pill.  In  mixture 
form  compound  powder  of  tragacanth  is  by  far  the 
best  suspending  agent.  Care  must  be  taken  to  rub  the 
crystalline  substance  to  a  very  fine  powder.  After 
standing  the  cholesterol  rises  to  the  top,  but  is  easily 
distributed  again.  One  drachm  of  cholesterol  with  two 
of  liquid  paraffin  and  emulsification  by  the  4.2.1  method 
gives  a  perfect  cream  mixture  which  may  be  preferred 
by  some  physicians.

N.  J.  S.  (28/1). — ^The  use  of  the  titles  "  Influenza  and 
Cold  Mixture  "  and  "  Neuralgia  and  Tic  Mixture  " 
renders  the  articles  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

Manicure  (22/1). — The  course  you  propose  would  be 
illegal,  since,  apparently,  you  do  not  appreciate  tlie 
difference  between  dispensing  and  compounding. 
According  to  the  course  suggested  by  you,  the  medicines 
would  be  compounded  by  the  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
but  they  would  be  dispensed  by  you,  a  registered 
druggist,  and  you  would,  therefore,  render  yourself 
amenable  to  prosecution  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland. 

G.  H.  T.  (17/ 1).— The  use  of  the  title  "Cough 
Syrup"  and  ttie  reference  to  "cough"  on  the  label 
render  the  article  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  If 
you  wish  to  sell  it  unstamped  as  a  "  known,  admitted 
and  approved  "  remedy  it  will  be  necessary  to  comply 
with  the  recent  Order  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  (C.  &■  D.,  March  8,  1930,  p.  300,  and  C.  &'  D. 
Diary,  193 1,  p.  329),  which  requires  the  publication  of 
the  full  formula,  with  amounts,  together  with  the  words 
"  no  proprietary  rights  are  claimed  in  the  preparation 
of  this  medicine,"  to  be  printed  on  the  label  itself  and 
also  on  the  carton  or  wrapper,  if  any. 

/.  O.  (12/1)  is  the  landlord  of  a  house  the  tenant 
of  which  is  enjoying  the  protection  of  the  Rent 
Restriction  Acts.  The  tenant  pays  an  inclusive  rental 
covering  rent  and  rates.  The  rates  for  the  current 
year  are  9d.  in  the  £  above  those  charged  for  the 
previous  year.  Is  "J.  O."  entitled  to  claim  this  excess 
from  the  tenant.  [If,  as  we  assume,  "  J.  O."  pays 
the  rates  on  the  property,  he  is  entitled  to  increase 
the  rent  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  by  which  the 
current  rates  exceed  those  charged  in  August,  1914. 
He  will,  however,  have  to  give  notice  of  the  increase 
to  the  tenant  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Acts.]

— This  consists  ot 
a  cream-coloured  soft  paste  contained  in  a  small  cap- 
sule. It  presents  the  essential  features  of  the  phos- 
phorus pill  of  the  B.P. 

W.  R.  (13/8). — Greyhound  stimulant. — The  char- 
acters of  this  preparation  indicate  obviously  wine  con- 
taining meat  extract  as  suggested,  in  which  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  detect  any  active  principle  without  systematic 
analysis.  Ether  extracts  a  very  small  quantity  of  a 
bitter  principle,  which  may  be  a  homoeopathic  dose  of 
nux  vomica.  S.g.,  1.044;  total  solids,  19.3  per  cent.;' 
ash,  2.6  per  cent. 

P.  W.  (23/8). — Fire  extinguishers. — Fire  extin- 
guishers may  be  divided  into  four  classes :  (a)  soda  and 
acid;  (b)  carbon  tetrachloride;  (c)  foam  blanket;  (d) 
powders.  In  regard  to  (a),  the  solution  of  sodium 
bicarbonate  is  contained  in  a  pressure-resisting  vessel 
and  sulphuric  acid  in  an  internal  vessel  in  such  a  way 
that  they  can  be  mixed  when  desired.  [b)  Purified 
carbon  tetrachloride  forms  the  basis  if  not  the  entire 
contents  of  a  large  number  of  chemical  fire  extin- 
guishers carried  on  motor-cars  to-day.  (c)  Foam- 
blanket  extinguishers  involve  the  bringing  together  of  a 
solution  of  sodium  bicarbonate  and  a  solution  of 
aluminium  sulphate.  To  this  solution  certain  organic 
materials,  such  as  liquorice  or  saponin,  are  added  to 
act  as  foam  formers  and  stabilisers.

R.  I.  (21/18). — ^WoRMS  ON  LAWNS. — A  cheap  and 
effective  worm-killer  for  use  on  lawns,  golf  and  bowling 
greens  is  a  solution  of  copper  sulphate  (i  lb.)  in  water 
(50  gall.)  applied  at  the  rate  of  i  gall,  per  square  yard. 
This  may  occasion  slight  browning,  but  the  effect 
will  wear  off  in  a  week  or  ten  days.  A  small  amount 
of  ammonium  sulphate  can  be  incorporated  if  desired, 
and  in  that  way  worm-killer  and  fertiliser  are  applied 
at  the  same  time.  Worm-killers  are  most  effective  if 
applied  on  a  warm,  muggy  day  when  the  worms  are 
•  near  the  surface.

Temperature  is  defined  by  the  O.E.D.  as  "  tliafc  equality 
or  condition  of  a,  body  which  in  degree  varies  directly 
with  the  amount  of  heat  contained  in  the  body,  and 
inversely  with  its  heat  capacity."  It  is  the  conditioji 
determining  the  direction  of  the  flow  of  heat  when  two 
bodies  at  unequal  temjjevatures  are  placed  in  contact;  heat 
passes  from  the  hotter  to  the  cooler  body,  irrespective 
of  the  amount  of  heat  in  the  two.  In  terms  of  the 
kinetic  theory  the  molecules  of  a  hot  body  are  vibrating 
more  vigorously  than  the  molecules  of  a  cooler  body. 
Temperature  is  measured  in  degrees  on  an  arbitrary  scale. 
The  earliest  scale  to  be  adopted  was  that  of  Fahrenheit 
(1714),  who  took  as  his  zero  the  rlowe-st  temperature  he 
could  obtain  with  ice  and  salt.  For  acientitic  purposes 
the  Centigrade  scale  is  invariably  employed,  while  on  the 
Continent  Reaumur's  scale  is  widely  used  ;  this  scale  has 
the  freezing  and  boiling  points  of  water  at  0"  and  80' 
respectively.  The  three  scales  are  interchangeable  by 
means  of  the  formulae  F=  8C  +  32=:^R  +  32,  where  F,  C, 
and  R  represent,  respectively,  degrees  on  the  Fahrenheit, 
Centigrade  and  Reaumur  scales.  The  most  satisfactory 
scale  is  afforded  by  gases  which  contract  with  consider- 
able uniformity  by  of  their  volume  at  0"'  for  each 
1°  C.  fall  in  temperature.  At  —273°  C,  therefore,  the 
volume  of  a  gas  should  be  reduced  to  zero,  snppoeing  no 
change  of  state  occurred  during  cooling,  and  this  is  the 
absolute  zero  of  temperature.  The  ultimate  standard 
temperature  scale  is  a  constant  volume  gas  thermometer 
constructed  to  definite  specifications  which  are  inter- 
nationally accepted.  For  ordinary  temperature  measure- 
ments mercury-in-glass  thermometers  are  used.  Their 
range  of  utility  is  limited  by  the  boiling  point  of  the 
mercury,  about  360"  C,  and  by  the  freezing  point,  —39" 
(approximately  the  same  numerical  value  on  both  Centi- 
grade and  Fahrenheit  scales).  ]\Iercury-in-glass  thermo- 
meters are  liable  to  several  sources  of  ei'ror,  the  most 
important  being  a  change  in  zero  reading  which  takes 
place  on  heating  to  a  high  temperature.  In  such  cases 
the  zero  reading  should  be  taken  immediately  after  the 
high  temperature  was  observed.  For  low  temperatures 
alcohol  (freezing  at  —116")  or  pentane  (freezing  at  about 
—  130°)  are  used;  they  are  coloured  with  a  dye  in  order 
to  render  the  column  visible.  For  higher"  temperatures 
gallium  in  quartz  can  be  used  uji  to  about  1,000°  C. 
(6'ce  Pyrometer.) 

Temporary  Backgrounds.— For  seasonable  displays  it  is 
often  desirable  to  have  a  coloured  or  scenic  setting  in  tlie 
window.  There  are  many  varieties  of  materials  suitable 
for  this  purpose,  and  also  standard  settings  in  the  .'hajje 
of  screens,  panels  and  painted  scenes,  on  stiff  paper.  Crepe 
paper  iis  excellent  as  a  temporary  background  for  a  sea- 
sonable display,  for  it  is  obtainable  in  folds  or  rolls  dt 
varying  j^rices  in  almost  every  colour,  and  desciiptive 
booklets  of  instructions  on  the  best  method  of  using  it 
can  be  obtained  from  the  firms  specialising  in  this 
material.  When  arranging  a  window-back  of  crope  paper 
it  is  advisable  to  start  at  one  of  the  top  corners,  tack 
one  strip  only  into  position ;  then  place  the  next  strip, 
overlapping  the  first  one  about  an  inch.  Fold  over  about 
an  inch  two  or  three  times  at  the  end  of  each  strip  ;  tack 
all  the  strips  at  the  top ;  cut  the  crepe  paper  off  from  four 
to  eight  inches  longer  than  the  space  to  be  covered.  Then, 
beginning  at  the  same  side  at  the  bottom  as  when  tacking 
the  top,  stretch  down  carefully  and  tack  into  place.  When 
the  window  enclosure  is  covered  by  a  temporary  back- 
ground it  is  generally  advisable  either  to  provide  a  means 


of  access  to  the  display  by  leaving  one  corner  easily 
detachable,  or  else,  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  the  removal 
of  any  goods  from  the  window,  by  ensuring  that  adequate 
slocks  of  every  class  of  merchandise  on  show  are  kept  in 
the  shop  during  the  period  of  the  display.  Where  the 
window  ifi  loo  small  to  permit  of  dressing  from  the  inside, 
and  thus  makes  it  difficult  to  attach  materials  to  the 
enclosure,  the  work  may  sometimes  be  simjjlified  by  nail- 
ing or  tying  laths  across  the  top — concealed,  of  course, 
from  outside  view — and  attaching  the  material  to  these. 
This  is  also  a  good  plan  where  it  is  desired  to  reduce  the 
display  space  by  arranging  the  temporary  background 
nearer  to  the  plate-glass.  One  popular  type  of  pictorial 
background  consists  of  the  reproduction  upon  special 
linen  of  photographs  painted  in  natural,  colours,  the 
pictures  being  either  transparent  and  iliumimited  from 
the  back,  or  in  solid  form  as  a  complete  backgro,nd, 
panel  or  screen.  Another  method  of  producing  scenic 
effects  is  by  tracing  a  design  or  picture  upon  sensitised 
silk  mounted  on  a  frame  and  then  squeezing  through  the 
silk  oil  paint  of  the  requisite  colouring.  The  possibili- 
ties of  tJie  use  of  window-dressing  papers  should  not  be 
overlooked.  These  are  now  produced  in  every  conceivable 
form  to  represent  both  interior  and  exterior  effects,  sucli 
as  bricks,  stone  walls  wallpaper,  panelling,  and  so  011. 
For  specialised  displays  of  pharmaceutical  products  the 
scenic  background  can  be  used  to  particular  advantage. 

Tents,  Laminaria.— iSec  Laminaria  Tents.  ■ 

Terebene. — Terebene  is  mainly  a  mixture  of  terpenes 
of  variable  nature,  jDroduced  by  the  isomerisation  of  the 
terpenes  present  in  commercial  turpentine  oil.  It  is 
probable  that  a  small  amount  of  polymerisation  products 
are  also  present.  It  may  be  prepared  by  treating  well 
rectified  turpentine  oil  with  5  per  cent,  of  its  weight 
of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  added  in  small  amounts, 
the  whole  being  well  agitated,  and  no  acid  added  whilst 
the  temperature  resulting  from  the  previous  addition  of 
acid  remains  above  70°.  After  standing  for  24  hours, 
after  repeated  shakings,  the  oil  is  separated,  washed 
with  a  dilute  solution  of  caustic  soda,  and  distilled 
in  a  brisk  current  of  steam.  The  distillate  should  be 
optically  active,  otherwise  the  treatment  with  sulphuric 
acid  must  be  repeated.  Terebene  is  a  colourless  mobile 
liquid  of  aromatic  odour,  somewhat  recalling  that  of 
oil  of  limes.  It  has  a  specific  gravity  of  0.862  to  0.866.  It 
gradually  darkens  on  keeping,  but  mav  Ije  rendered 
colourless  again  by  treatment  with  caustic  and  rectification, 
[t  is  a  popular  remedy  for  coughs,  and  is  prescribed  in 
cases  of  chronic  bronchitis.  It  stimulates  secretion 
by  the  respiratory  mucus  membrane. 

Terminal  Cost  Accounts  These  are  also  known  as 

contract  cost  accounts.  They  are  a  specialised  system 
wJiich  deals  witli  a  specifiecl  contract  or  jo)),  the  cost 
being  definite  and  terminating,  e.g.,  ships,  buildings,  etc. 
(Also  <S'ee  Costing.) 

Terpenes. — The  terpenes  consist  of  a  number  ol 
isomeric  substances  of  very  varying  compositions,  and 
having  the  general  formula  C,„H,j.  The  perfumer's  ma!u 
concern  with  them  is  their  elimination.  First,  their 
odour  is  very  slight  or  of  no  perfume  value.  Second, 
they  are  far  less  soluble  in  alcohol  than  the  oxygenated 
constituents  of  the  oil.  Thirdly,  many  of  them  are  very 
easily  oxidised  or  otherwise  altered  by  exposure  to  air, 
light  and  moisture,  and  develop  an  objectionable  odour. 
Amongst  the  most  important  of  the  terpenes  are  ti'-e 
following  : — 

a-PlNENK,  which  is  the  most  commonly  occurring  ter- 
pene,  and  which,  in  its  dextrorotatory  form,  constitutes 
the  bulk  of  American  and  several  other  turpentines.  In 
its  laevorotatory  form  it  is  present  in  French  turpentine 
oil,  and  to  a  certain  e.xtent  in  hundreds  of  essential  oils. 
The  purest  specimens  of  the  three  optical  isomers  that 
have  been  prepared  have  the  following  characters  :• —

Camphene  is  the  only  well-known,  natural  terpene  which 
is  crystalline.  Its  characters  are  :  Melting  point,  50-52'  , 
boiling  point,  159-161°  ;  .  refractive  index,  1.4550  (liqui.l 
at  50°);  specific  gravity,  0-856  at  40°.  It  may  be  made 
artificially  by  converting  pinene  into  pinene  hydrochloride 
and  then'  withdrawing  the  hydroclrloric  acid,  when  cani- 
I'hene  results  from  a  molecular  rearrangement. 

DiPENTENE,  or  inactive  limonene,  is  a  terpene  occurring 
to  a  considerable  extent  in  nature.  In  the  form  ol' 
limonene — mainly  w'e.T/yo-limonene — it  forms  the  main  con- 
stituent of  several  of  the  Citrus  oils,  especially  lemon  and 
orange.  It  also  occurs  to  a  marked  extent  in  caraway 
and  dill  oils.  Its  characters  are  :  Boiling  point,  175-176'  : 
specific  gravity,  0.848-0.850:  refractive  .index.  1.4745  ■. 
v.ptical  rotation,  .|- 105°  or  —105°. 

Sylvestbene  is  <a  terpene  found  on  a  considerable  scale 
in  Swedish  and  other  turpentine  oils.  The  purest  speci- 
mens so  far  prepared  had  the  following  characters  :  Boil- 
ing point,  176-180°  :  epecific  gravity,  0.851 ;  refracti\e 
index,  1.4757-1.4779;  optical  rotation,  +60°  to  +80°. 

Phellandrene  occurs  in  two  isomeric  forms,  namely, 
u-pheliandrene  and  /5-phellandrene.  They  occur  in  several 
essential  oils,  especially  eucalyptus  oils  and  water  fennel 
oil.  The  purest  specimens  yet  isolated  have  the  follow- 
ing characters  : —

Teepinene  is  known  in  three  forms,  viz.  :  a-,  (S-  ami 
7-terpinene,  but  only  a-  and  /3-  terpineiie  occur  naturally. 

Terpinolene  is  rarely  met  with  in  nature,  but  forms  a 
considerable  proportion  of  the  residues  from  terpineol 
manufacture.  Pure  terpinolene  has  the  following 
characters  : — Specific  gravity,  20°,  0.854;  refractive  index, 
1.4840;  boiling  point,  183-185°  ;  optical  rotation,  ±0°. 
The  only  olefinic  terpenes  commonly  foi^nd  in  essential 
oils  are  myrcene  and  ocimene.  The  former  occurs  in 
oil  of  bay,  West  Indian  lemongrass  oil,  and  a  few  others, 
whilst  the  latter  occurs  in  certain  types  of  basil  oil.

Terpetie-css  Oils.— A  large  number  of  essential  oils 
contain  apjneciable  quantities  of  terjienes,  some,  such 
as  orange  and  lemon  oils,  containing  as  much  as  90  ]ier 
cent,  of  these  bodies.  Since  terpenes  are  only  slightly 
soluble  in  alcohol,  and  have  little  of  the  characteristic 
odour  and  flavour  of  the  oils  in  which  they  occur,  their 
removal  from  these  oils  appeared  to  be  very  desirable, 
and  the  idea  was  first  put  into  practice  on  a  commercial 
scale  by  Heinrich  Haensel.  To-day,  terpeneless  oils  are 
manufactured  on  a  very -large  scale,  and  those  of  lemon, 
orange  and  limes  'are;  perhaps,  the  most  important. 
Whilst  the  terpenes  are  usually  the  lowest  boiling  con- 
stituents of  the  oils,  there  are  in  some  oils  also  ses- 


ciuiterpenes.  which  are  usually  the  highest  boiling  bodies 
present.  If  the  latter  are  also  removed,  the  finished 
oil  is  known  as  sesquiterpeneless — a  term  which  indi- 
cates that  both  the  terpenes  and.  the  sesquiterpenes  have 
been  removed.  Modern  methods  of  preparing  soluble 
essences  for  the  aerated  water  trade  have  been  consider- 
ably altered  by  the  introduction  of  these  oils.  There  is, 
however,  one  disadvantage  to  be  traced  to'the  manufac- 
ture of  terpeneless  oils.  In  the.  lemon  and  orange  in- 
dustry, an  .enormous  quantity  'of  the  terpenes  which 
are  distilled  off  in  vacuo,  accumulate,  and  as  these  oils 
consist  to  the  extent  of  round-  about  90  ixer  cent,  of 
terpenes,  the  physical  constants  of  the  terpenes  do  not 
differ  very  greatly  from  those  of  .the  whole  oil,  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  alrriost  the  whole  of  the  terpenes 
of  lemon  and  orange  oils  find  their  way' back  into  com- 
merce as  adulterants  of  the"  pure  oils.'  This  has  become 
so  much  the  easier  on  account  of  the  arbitrary  standard 
of  4  per  cent,  citral  laid  down  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  it  is  an  ojien  secret  that  the  greater  part 
of  the  so-called  B.P.  lemon  oil  is  pure  lemon,  oil  reduced 
to  a  4  per  cent,  oih  with  lemon  terpenes.  The  following

Terpin  and  Terpin  hydrate.—Terpin  is  a  di-tertiary 
alcohol  of  the  terpene  series,  'formed'  by  the  action  of 
boiling  dilute  .sulphuric  acid  "on  terpineol,  and  in  small 
yield  by  the  action  of  dilute  potassium  hydroxide  on 
dipentene  dibromide.  Terpin  hydrate,  Cj„Hjg(OH),.H„0, 
is  the  hydrate  of  this  alcohol  and  may  be  prepared  by 
mixing  35  parts  of  nitric  acid  with  11  parts  of  water, 
allowing  the  mixture  to  cool  and  then  adding  200  c.c.  of 
.French  oil  of  turpentine  or  limonene.  The  mixture  is 
■set  aside  in  a  shallow  .dish  for  several  days  at  a.  tempera- 
ture not  exceeding  20°,  the  contents  being  occasionally 
stirred.  "Wlien  crystallisation  ceases  the  crj'stals  are  col- 
lected, pressed  between  porous  paper  and  recrystallised 
from  alcohol  containing  a  trace  of  alkali.  It  forms 
colourless  glistening  rhombic  prisms,  with  a  slight 
aromatic  odour.  It  melts  at  116-117°,  with  loss  of  water. 
It  loses  its  water  of  crystallisation  in  a  sulphuric  acid 
desiccator.  It  is  used  in  medicine  in  cases  of  coughs, 
chronic  bronchitis,  etc. 

Tetra-ethyl  -Lead.— This  is  added  to  petiol  as  an  anti- 
knock in  the  proportion  of  not  more  than  one  part  in 
1,300  parts  by  volume,  or  one  in  650  by  weight.  On  the 
introduction  of  ethyl  petrol,  alarm  was  wides]3read,  both 
in  this  countrv  and' the  United  States  of  America,  regard- 
ino-  the  dange'r  to  the  health  of  the  population.  Experi- 
ments have  shown  (6'.  A  D.,  1930,  I,  471)  that  there  is 
no  need  for  alarm  on  the  part  of  the  general  public,  nor 
in  the  case  of  garage  workers,  provided  such  establish- 
ments are  properly  ventilated.
